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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
THE GALE oF 20TH AUGuUsr. 

The following account is from the Japan Gazette ; later advices 
by the San Francisco mail toAugust 28 correct some of the reporis 
on shipping, which will be found noted below :— 

The strongest blow that Yokohama has experienced for years, 
passed over the harbour on the 20th. The state of the atmo- 
sphere on the 19th was such as to lead the weatherwise to look for 
a storm ; and during the night the wind gradually rose, and the 
glass fell,in a manner to awaken apprehensions. About 9 a.m. 
the gale had so strengthened that two vessels arriving thought it 
wise to anchor far outside of the shipping ; and the ships of war 
began tosend down topgallantmasts and make all snug. About 
10 most of the steamers in port got up steam, to be ready 
for whatever might happen; a little after 11, the Wautilus, 
having broken from her anchor, made an effort to get out of the 
midst of the shipping, but the force of the gale was now more 
than she could contend with, and after, as it appeared from 
the Bluff, she was driven against a sailing vessel. 

The shore has more casualties than usual, for the houses on the 
Bluff have all suffered more or less. Some merely have a few tiles 
to repair or fences to restore, but a few of the residences are s0 
damaged as to be but barely habitable, and the actual loss to the 
proprietors for their tenements and the furniture will certainly 
amount to several thousands of dollars. In the foreign settle- 
ment the casualties have been fewer, but the native town has had 
houses blown down bodily, and several persons have been killed 
thereby. One hotel in the native town was wrecked, and three 

rsons buried beneath its ruins. The Bund has suffered greatly, 

m2 one end to the other ; and the American and English Consu- 
lates were slightly injured. Afloat the damage has been consider- 
able, but nothing like what might have been anticipated from such 
atempest. Thesteamer Vautilus, having parted her cable, turned 
her engine a-head, but the force of the wind drove her against the 
Bezaleel, which she forced from her anchors and cast adrift. The 
latter then went on to the bow of the French barque St. Germaine, 
carrying away that vessel’s bowsprit. The Bezaleel herself is 
almost a wreck. 

The brig Maggie dragged, and came to close quarters with the 
steamer Adeline, receiving much injury. Meanwhile the Vautilus 
steamed about the harbour, in an all but unmanageable condition, 
and did further damage to other vessels. Some lighters belongin 
to the P. M. 8. 8. Co., loaded with coal, were wrecked, and seve 
Japanese boats came to grief. But the greatest misfortune of all 
was the loss of the American ship Vaples. She had sailed on 
Wednesday morning, and had lain becalmed for hours, about two 
miles below the anchorage. As the breeze sprung up, she bore 
merrily away, flying light, in ballast, alas—only to be caught 
before she could get out of the gulf, and driven back by the 
typhoon. She now lies dismasted on the beach at Homoco, about 
three miles from Yokohama. These were some of the more im- 
portant losses experienced. As to minor ones their name is legion. 
Roofs untiled, buildings in frame blown over, rain penetrating 
and making all uncomfortable, shrubs and other plants torn up by 
the roots. Indeed, the effects of this typhoon are so great as to 
impress it strongly on men’s minds. Yet, when we consider the 
crowded state of the harbour—with nearly one hundred ships in 
it, and all moored indiscriminately, without any superintendence, 
and many giving a foul berth to their neighbours—it is provi- 
dential that the damage is no worse. The glass was 2977, at 
3 p.m. 29°30, at which it continued steady until 4 p.m., when it 
commenced to rise and the gale to abate. To-day (the 2lst) is 
among the loveliest of the season, and the sea looks as if it never 
had raged since the Creation. 

We have received a copy of the report of Mr. Adams, the Secre- 
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tary to the Legation, on the silk districts, which we propose to 
notice in detail in our next. 


The following on Municipal Reform has been published :— 


To the Residents of Yokohama. 

“ Gentlemen.—We, the special committee appointed by you on 
the 8th of April last to address the Foreirn Ministers, with a view 
to obtaining some measure of Municipal Reform which is so much 
needed in this settlement, have to report to you the progress we 
have made to that end. We have drawn up the memorial of 
which we annex a copy, and have personally presented it to the 
Foreign Representatives. This we did at the end of May last. 
We were courteously received by the Ministers, some of whom 
expressel a great desire to assist the community in the matter, 
and all appearing interested in the scheme we proposed. We left 
with each of them a copy of our memorial, but have up to this 
date received from no one of them any reply. Under these cir- 
cumstances we have deemed it advisable to report progress through 
the medium of the public press —We are, gentlemen, your obe- 
dient servants, (Signed) J. G. Walsh, A. Bovenschen, R. God- 
ardd, H. J. Hooper, A. Milsom, R. J. Carst, Charles Rickerby.” 

There has been a good deal of talk in reference to the fitting- 
up of Hamagotan for the Duke of Edinburgh. The members of 
the English Embassy, it is said, have been making themselves 
“ generally useful ” in procuring furniture, &c., for the Japanese. 
Now, although we cannot find fault with the Embassy in render- 
ing any advice to the Japanese in so gracious and liberal a work 
as preparing for the Duke’s entertainment, we do object to their 
going so far as to negotiate the actual purchase of the goods re- 
quired. No one knows better than Sir larry Parkes the odium 
which has been cast upon his brother Ministers for becoming the 
actual transactors of the business of Japanese officials, and we 
trust that the particular member of the Embassy who has been 
guilty of such will be made an example of by Sir Harry. There 
are plenty of merchants and storekeepers in Yokohama to whom 
the Embassy could have recommended the Japanese, but it is not 
their province to transact such matters themselves. 

The following relates to the United States Squadron in Japan 
and Caina.—Admiral Rowan’s flagship Piscataqua, Captain Eng- 
lish, is at Yokohama; also, the Aroostook. Commander Mahan ; 
Monocacy, Commander McRea, who relieved Captain Carter (gone 
home); Qneila, Commander Williams; Jrogvois, Commander 
Law. The /daho, Commander Taylor, and Ashue/ot, Commander 
Bradford, left Nagasaki for Yokohama. The Wanmee, Commander 
Cushing, is at Foochow The Unadi/la, Commander Hooker, trans- 
ferred from the Iiluho, is at Hong Kong. The expected move- 
ments are the vessels of war at Yokohama will go to Hong Kong, 
the Oneida, will leave soon for Sin Francisco, also the /rho, store 
ship. ‘Lhe Iuumez leaves for Hong Kony in October, the Ashwe- 
lot to come to this coast. Lieutenant Commander Smith and Dr. 
White, of the Ashw-/ot, go home; Dr. Boyer, of the Jroguote, de- 
tached to the Ashuelot. 

_A correspondent writing on the 28th August (via San ;Fran- 
Clsco) says :— 

Admiral Keppel will proceed home by the next Pacific mail 
steamer. Mr. Frederick Lowder, for some time Consul at Nee-e- 

ta, has taken up the post here vacant by the death of Mr. 

letcher. Sir Edmund Hornby is here, and the case of Venede 2. 
Hudson is to be again referred to him. 

The contest between the Japancse and the Italian buyers of 
silkworm egg cards still goes on, and the Japs say if they cannot 
get the price they will go themselves to Italy with them. 

The Government have issued a notification about the neboos, 
calling those in held by Foreigners to the Government office, where 
they will be schroffed and stamped, and handed back to holders, 
and then will be received for duties. 

The Daimios have handed over their armies, navies, and lands 
to the Mikado, and will themselves become just the Governors of 
provinces. This, I am inclined to think, is a good move, and ata 
right time. Some foreigners think not. It is the right time, 
because the Southern Daimios are the great advocates, and the 
Northern Daimios, now only a few in number, and after the civil 
war, could not oppose it. The Daimios will now te able to turn 
their attention to those businesses which make a country—mining, 
farming, and the like. 

Mr. Kramer, an experienced florist, has established at Yoko- 
hama, and we are assured is a competent and reliable person to 
entrust with orders for Japanese plants or seeds. 

The damage done to shipping by the gale on the coast on the 
18-2Uth August has been exaggerated. ‘The Jacoba was dis- 
masted, and put back into Yokohama on the 22nd August. The 
Naples (American), reported lost, sustained little damage beyond 
losiig her masts. She was towed into Yokohama on the 28th. 
The small steamer /lying Scud has been sighted, but much 
damuged—no further Secale: The Peruvian (American) and 
Aurora Australis (British) are reported as on shore—no particu- 
lars. The P. and O. Company’s steamer Sultan had gone out 
to look after them, but not returned when the mail left. The best 
description of the gale is that of the Ocean Queen, as follows :— 

Britixh steamer Ocean Queen left Yukohama at 10 p.m. August 18, with 
about 650) Jupanese passengers. Passed Rock Island the following morn- 





ing. Had light E.N.E. winds and fine weather. Steered S.W. by W. 3 W. 
for Oosima. During the day wind freshened to Strong brevze from same 
quarter. 


- Running full speed, with topsuils and foresail set ; afternoon 
averaging about ten miles per hour. Had a heavy S. swell. At 6 P.M. the 
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glass stowed symptoms of falling, it then standing at 29.92; by 9 rm. 
had fallen to 29.85. Raining heavily, but no signs of a further blow. 
At 11.30 p.m. barometer at 29.70. Hauled up foresail and lowered topsails, 
Suddenly the wind increased, before farther precautions could be taken. 
These sails blew away at midnight, and other saila and awnings were shat- 
tered. Saw Ovsima about 3 mile ahead. Hauled the ship’s head off to S.E. 
At 12.30 p.st, wind N.E., the ship’s head E.S.E, laying-to on the port 
tack. Blowing a hurricane, sea rising fast and raininy heavily ; the spray 
so heavy, impossible to see to windward. At this time the gig blew out of 
the davits. Nearly all the passengers put below, and the hatches put om. 
Bar, 29.80, At 1 Ast, 29.10; at 1.15, 29; at 1.40, 28.90; at 2 am, 
28.70; at 2.30, 28.60; wind N.E.; ship’s head I.S.E.; at 3 a.m, bar. 
23.40, wind N. by E., ship's head E.; at 8.15, bar. 28.30., wind N., 
ship's head E. by N. The barometer remained at this point, blowing about 
1-10th up and down. The carpenter and his assistant were standing by with 
axes to cut away masts from 1 to4 a4.M. At 2 A.M. the port life-boat 
was filled, the davits broke, and the boat was lost; the engine-roon sky- 
light blew overboard, drawing out the fastenings; also two main hatches 
blew off; also, binnacle on skylight and standard compass, The after- 
tackle of the starboard qnarter-boat giving way, the boat fell into the 
water, but the wind took it and blew it inboard again, throwing it over the 
top of the davits and smashing it down on deck. 

From this till daybreak (5 a.m.) the wind continued with unabated 
violence, when the glass began to rise. Tried to get the ship's head off to 
soathward, but, her engines going full speed and having no way on her, it 
was impossible to set any head-sails, in their shattered condition, till about 
6.80 a.m. Then set fore-staysail and got her off to the S.S.W., when the 
barometer gradually rose and the clouds broke to the S.W, and by degrees 
the storm broke up. Then wore round and hauled in for the land, and 
made Oosima at about 5.30 p.m. on the 20th. Saw the Oneida at the 
same time, and also again on Saturday morning. At about 8 A.M. saw 
the Algerine. Went into Osaki Bay and landed the troops and bagzage. 
Teft again at 1.15 p.m. Reached Hiogo at 630 pa. onthe 21st. At 
10 a.m. on Thursday morning passed the Ashuclot about 25 miles W.S. W. 
of Rock Island, geing in. 


HIOGO. 
The following is from the Hiogo Vews of August 18 :— 


Our Settlement was thrown into some excitement on Saturday 
last by various reports that were circulated during the afternoon. 
One was that several boats, with ronins on board, were anchored 
just outside, and that they would probably land during the 
night and attack the foreign residents. Another was that it 
was a party of fanatics, consisting of men who had leagued 
themselves together for the purpose of exterminating Foreigners, 
that they had lanled down the coast, and were going to attack 
us from landward. Another that they were people called 
“Toi” (expellers of Foreigners), and that there were six boats 
outside, containing about thirty men each. As time flew by 
these reports assumed some shape, and evidence was soon obtained 
that a dangerous party was in our close proximity. Nakasima, the 
Vice-governor, communicated with the Consuls, and informed 
them that a large body of dangerous men were ashore and afloat, 
rendering it inadvisable for Foreigners to go out after dark; that 
the Government would take all steps to protect Foreigners, but in 
case they could not do so effectually, Foreigners would have to 
take care of themselves. This information was at once circulated 
by the Consuls to their countrymen, who received the news pretty 
coolly, and did not appear to apprehend anything serious, whilst 
considerable excitement prevailed among the Japanese, and many 
packed up their goods and made for the country. 

Some anxiety was felt as night approached, as the Settlement 
was entirely unprotected. There was not a man-of-war or gun- 
boat in the harbour ; indeed, we have not had one in port for a 
fortnight past, and this fact should be brought to the notice of 
H.E. Sir Harry Parkes and Admiral Keppel, for the Settiement 
without a gunboat is quite defenceless, to say nothing of the 
Osaka residents, who, even with men-of-war in harbour, would 
necessarily, in any emergency, be a long time without assistance. 

Several arrests were made by the Japanese, but nothing beyond 
that occurred. Most of our residents armed themselves, and some 
parties kept watch until carly morn. On Sunday circulars were 
issued hy the Consuls, stating that the Vice-Government had in- 
formed them that the Toi had left. 

It has since transpired that the men belonged to the Princes of 
Chikuzen, Chosiu and Awa, and were returning from the interior 
of the country where they had been stationed, to their homes. It 
is also reported that some T'oza men were amongst them, but our 
informant is only awaré of the first three. 

The Dutch steamer A'ebondalem changed her flag last week. We 
hear she has been sold hy the Netherlands Trading Society to the 
Prince of Kanga for $35,000. 





NAGASAKI. 
A letter from this place of the 20th Aug. says :— 


“The U.S.8. /daho, after having been here some eighteen 
months, left on the 14th for Yokohama on her way home. Pre- 
vious to her departure she received a new crew of two hundred 
and ninety men, and she is now called the U.S. frigate /duho, and 
not hospital ship, as before. The Féte Napoleon was celebrated 
in grand style. There was Te Deum sung at the Catholic Church 
at eleven o'clock, and all the Consuls and the officers of H.MS. 
Icarus attended. At noon the Japanese Government battery sa- 
luted with twenty-one guns, though I am sorry to say that an 
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accident occurred which cost the life of a Japanese gunner, and 
two others scriously wounded. The man who was loading had 
his head and arms burnt, and was blown into the sea. In the 
evening Mons. Dury, the French Consul, gave a dinner to the 
Consular body aud a few of the residents. ‘The French Consulate 
was beautifully illuminated, anda Jarge portrait of the Emperor 
in transparent pxper was placed on tie top of the roof, having a 
movel thourh rather effective appearance. Several bungalows, 
more especially that of Messrs. Walsh and Co. (Russian Consulate), 
were tastefully illuminated.”

PEKING. 

The English missionaries residing in the capital have united in 
presenting a memorial to Sir Rutherford Alcock. The object 
sought by the memorialists is to mect and confute the statement 
lately publisied, that there have been instances of “ unseemly 
contests’ with Romish missionaries in China, and to show that 
the policy cf the English Government tuwards missionaries 
should not be to require them to confine their operatiuns to the 
Treaty Ports. 

A wine of the Emperor’s palace at Peking has bcen destroyed 
by fire. It contained the printing blocks for most of the works 
a from the Imperial press, and the loss is said to be incalcu- 
ablo. 


SHANGIIAT. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sranaitar, August 26, 1869, 
The P. and O. steamer Sunda arrived on the evening of the 15th 
just , two days before time, with the English mail of the 2ud July 
and telegrams to the 24th ult. 


The United States mail left this at noon on the 20th inst., carry- 
ing, with other carzo, twenty-five Chinese females for matrimonial 
purposes in San Francisco. 

On the 1sth the British ship D/ol’erah arrived, 30 days out 
trom Svdney, and 140 from London via Melbourne and Sydney. 

On the 2ist inst. London telegrams, trans-Mongolian and a/c 
Kiachta, to the 27th ult. were received. The same startling differ- 
ences hetween the advices that I have before noticed were not 
wanting on this occasion either. 

On the 23rd the French mail arrived with telegrams to the 30th 
July, and on the 25th (yesterday) we received telegrams, trans- 
Mongolian and ea Kiachta, to the 3rd inst. 

Leeau.—The only purely legal case of importance decided since 
my last letter was the collision between the S.S. N. Co.’s steamer 
Hangchow and a lorcha under the British flag, which I mentioned 
before. Judgment was given on the 24th inst. in favour of the 
steamer, with costs. 

Comm ERcIAL.—An extraordinary general meeting of the Union 
Steam Navigation Compuny was held on the 13th inst., when 
Messrs. Ashton, Baker, Groom, Hagg, Probst, Amook and Hip 
Maw (natives) were elected directors for the current year. The 
resolution passed at the last meeting depriving the directors of 
the power to purchase new steamers was rescinded, 

An important case has recently been decided in the Mixed Court. 
Messrs. Gundry and Co. suld to one Tai fung 10,000 pieces shirt- 
ings, Kagle chop; no muster was shown. On the day after the 
contract had been closed ‘lai fung objected to abide by it, on the 
ground that there was a new chop on the bales in addition tv the 
old one ; and two days after (Sunday intervening) he returned 
the contract note. Messrs. Gundry and Co.sued for Tls. 1,000, 
bargain money, but after the examination of Messrs. F. B. John- 
gon (Jardine Matheson, and Co.), E. Elias (Barnet and Co.), and 
A. Mickie (Chapman, King, and Co.), all of whom stated that the 
alteration of or addition to a well-known chop was sufficient to 
depreciate the goods in Chinese eves, the Court gave judgment for 
the defendant. There can be little doubt of the justice of the 
decision, but it should be a warning to shippers unacquainted 
with the unreasonableness of native prejudices. It is, in fact, a 
reproduction in another form of the old Mexican and Carolus 
difficulty. . 

In the matter of the proposed line of telegraph from Shanghai 
tothe Kin-toan Beacon, the Taoutai has again addressed the Con- 
re refusing to communicate the recommendation to his superior 
officers. 

GesERAL —The British ship Hamilla Mitchell, from London, 
with a general cargo and £40,000 of treasure, struck on Luconia 
at midnight on the 10th inst., the wind being light and variable 
aud the weather very thick. The captain attributes the disaster 
to the unexpected set of currents. Immediately after she 
struck eixht feet of water was found in the well. ‘The boats were 
got out, and the crew lay a short distance from the vessel until 
daylight ; by that time the water was over the mizen top, but the 

w was high and dry, apparently jammed on the rock. Tie boats 
jade for Shanghai, and the steamer Quanshing (revenue cruiser) 

‘€ ; once started fur the scene. Arrangements were promptly made 
to send down raising apparatus, but the success of any attempt to 
save the cargo must be at least doubtful. The Consular clerk sent 
down to report found: her stern immersed to the cross-jack-yard, 
and the surf breaking over her. Wreckers had already been at 
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work. and had saved quantities of carzo ; but six at least had been 
suffocated during their attempts, their hodies having been found 
in the hatchway. Closo to the stern the soundings varied from 
fifteen to seventeen fathoms, so that the only chance of saving 
anything lay in a continuance of calm weather. As it turned out, 
however, a storm from the north sprang up on the 19th inst., and 
the surf was so heavy that she broke across at the forecastle, and 
then parted down the middle. The deck floated out, so that now 
the chicf obstacle in the way of saving the treasure is the depth 
(seventcen fathoms) at which it lies. H.M.’s Ze4ra sailed for the 
Vuconia island on the 23rd inst.,and we have just heard that 
enormous quantities of cargo have been recovered by the natives 
since the break up. 

On the evening of the 12th inst. Captain Bell, of the British 
barqne Lorton, was accidentally drowned while stepping from a 
sanpan to his ship’s ladder. The chief officer, secing the occur- 
rence, flung a life-buoy overbcard and threw himself into the 
river ; but the ebb tide was ranuing with such strength that it 
was impossible to overtake and svize the drowning man. 

On the 14th inst. Messrs. Farnham and Co. launched a lorcha- 
rigged vessel. seventy feet long, nineteen fect beam, and seven feet 
depth of hold. She is intended to pertorm all the duties required 
in the river by the Harbour Master's Department. Accordingly 
she is fitted on the stern with a derrick for hoisting heavy anchors, 
buoys, moorings, &c. As she is likewise intended to visit the 
various lizhthouses, light-vessels, &c., she is appropriately named 
The Relief. 

A mecting of the general community was held on the 16th inst 
at the British Consulate, H.B.\I.’s Consul in the chair, to consiler 
what mesures should be taken to reccive suitably ILRI. the 
Duke of Edinburgh on his approaching visit. There was a large 
attendance of members of all nationalitics. Nothing was decided 
upon, save to elect a committee fur tie purpose of claborating a 
scheme to be submitted to a future public meeting. The following 
British subjects have consented to act: Messrs. Medhurst, But- 
cher, F. B. Johnson, A. Mickie, J. MeDonall, F. Uf. Bell, F. A. 
Groom, F. H. Porter, D. Reid, and W. I’. Lewes. These have been 
authorised to add to their number by inviting the co-operation of 
persons of other nationalities. The German community are said 
to be about to organise a magnilicent (for Shanghai) theatrical 
lila a at the Concordia Club, wherewith to regale the 
Juke. 

On the 15th the Féte Napoleon was celcbrated hy a Te Deum, 
chaunted at the French Cathedral, and illuminations of a very 
tasteful character on the French bund. The Consul-General was 
unfortunately absent, but his place was well supplied by Mr. Dil- 
lon, his locum tenens. The day was the first secular anniversary 
of the sreat Napoleon’s birth, yet this seemed to add but little 
zest to the demonstration. On the whole, it was “slow ;”’ but it 
must be remembered that the French residents in Shanghai are 
few and far between. 

Ting, Futai of this province, has issued a proclamation decrying 
extravagant religious processions, which in the present impo- 
verished condition of the people tend still further to pauperise 
them for the benefit of aset of lazy priests. He threatens the in- 
fliction of the statutory penalty upon all civil and military offi- 
ciuls who encourage such processions by their presence. 

It is unofficially announced that Mr. Hart will not leave Peking 
this year. Various opinions are expressed as to his reasons, s mo as- 
serting that the gross and notorious failure of his Legation and 
university scheme has opened his eyes to the limited extent of 
his intluence, and has made him reluctant to leave the capital for 
a moment, lest some other person should step into the very de- 
sirable position he holds. It can hardly be believed that he is 
now required to act as a buffer between the native officials and 
the board of Foreign Ministers, for the Western representatives 
now ‘‘aggravate their voices so that they roar as gently as any 
sucking dove” It was long believed that the Chinese would not 
allow him to make any lengthened stay away from Peking, but 
this notion is exploded. [lowever, as he is certainly a political 
agent, and no longer merely head of the Customs, it is possible 
that the final arrangements connected with the Austrian treaty, 
and the devices being concocted to postpone the revision of the 
existing treaties are sufficient to make his presence invaluable to 
the Cabinet. We are told by rumour, apparently well sup: orted, 
that the Government have ordered Mr. Hart to cease the supplies 
hitherto devoted to the Burlingame mission. It would seem that 
the mission having fulfilled its purpose of staving off a reckoning 
for a few months is uow condemned as a ncedless extravarance. 
I should mention that there is a hitch in the conclusion of the 
Austrian treaty, the Chinese insisting on no merchant consuls 
being appointed. This the Austrian Minister is willing to accede 
to, but will not agree to its being made a stipulation tn th. trevty. 
He holds out for a separate article, and the Chinese are as obsti- 
nate on the other side. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has confirmed the sentence of death 
passed on George, who was convicted recently of the murder of a 
native carpenter. 

Orrictat.—Mr. Man, Commissioner of Customs at Takow, 
goes home on eighteen months’ leave, and will be replaced by Mr. 
Jones, at present Acting Commissioner at Amoy. Dr. Jamieson 
has been ordered from Shanghai tv» Hankow to take medical 
charge of the “Customs ” staff. 

By, next Pacific Mail, Mr. G. F. Seward, U.S. Consul-General 
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in ‘China, will leave on two years’ leave of absence. There isa 
hope very generally expressed both by his own nationals and by 
the British residents, that after doing his share in the explosion 
of the Burlingame delusion he will return to this country as 
U.S. Minister. 

Tae Ports.—From Hankow we have received no confirmation 
of the report, transmitted some weeks ago as a well ascertained 
fact, namely, that a large number of French missionaries were 
lately murdered at Szechuen. On the contrary, it is said that 
up to the present the Catholic mission at Hankow have heard 
nothing of the occurrence, but disbelieve it utterly, on the ground 
that the massacred priests still draw their salaries with regularity. 
An outrage was committed some days ago at a place called Tien- 
mun (Heaven’s gate), a short way from Hankow. Defamatory 
placards were posted, and a mob collected and sacked the Catholic 
chapels. No lives were lost, but a great quantity of property was 
destroyed, for which, I hear, the French Consul is claiming heavy 
damages. 

A fortnight ago the water at Hankow, which had previously 
been falling steadily, again rose to a height of three inches, in 
consequence of heavy and continued rain. It is now, however, 
again rapidly falling’) Mr. F. Major’s circular of the 21st inst. 
reports a declining market in all descriptions of imports. 

The following notice in Chineso was posted up in several 
places in Ilanyang a few days ago :—“ All Foreigners who sell 
eatables and drinkables of all kinds are guilty of mixing them 
up with some hidden, inscrutable poison. After a time, those who 
have eaten of these five coloured beans (confectionery) fall ill, and 
in a few days more their faces swell. Do not allow yourselves on 
any account to eat any of them. Believe me, my fellow-China- 
men, they have been tested. It is high time instantly to cut short 
the nuisance.” 

The Protestant missionaries at Peking have addressed a letter 
to Sir Rutherford Alcock protesting against the representations 
made by him in recently published despatches. This letter has 
been published in the Daily News. The writers join issue with 
the Minister on the points of their assumed want of judgment, 
and the general offensiveness of their conduct to the natives: 
of the demoralising and degrading influence of foreign trade, 
in the wake of which they are recommended to follow; and 
finally of the defective education of a large number, if 
not of the greater number, of the missionaries. They 
assert that they have invariably suffered as Foreigners and 
not as missionaries, that the annual import of Opium nearly 
equals in value the total export of Tea and Silk (an argument 
of which you may see the application, but I confess I do 
not), and that far from being uneducated, all the dictionary com- 
pilers and most esteemed authors of works on Chinese subjects 
have been missionaries. This last statement is doubtless true, 
but it does not affect the question at issue. The lexicographers, 
grammarians, and so forth are exceptions to the general rule, 
which is, that the Protestant missionary in China isan uneducated 
man supplied with zeal only, destitute alike of the subtlety of 
mind requisite to meet and conquer the objections raised by 
intelligent natives, and of the adaptability of intellect necessary 
to anyone who, at an adult age, attempts to overcome the difficul- 
ties of the Chinese language. 

In the absence of all commercial intelligence from Newchang, 
the newspaper correspondents confine themselves to reports of the 
weather, which has been exceptionally cool during the entire 
summer. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the 2nd September. The P. and O. mail of 
16th July arrived out on the 25th August with telegrams to the 
Gth August. The following items are from the China Mail: 

‘The official Reception Committee for the Duke of Edinburgh, 
a over by his Excellency the Governor, have not yet pub- 
ished, or, we believe, even finally decided upon, the programme, but 
weare able to state that no efforts have been wanting on their part 
to put inatters in train. As his Excellency the Governor is desirous 
that the inauguration of the City Hall should form a portion of 
the programme, those members of the official Reception Com- 
mittce who are unconnected with the building have been busily 
engagel in obtaining estimates, &c., of the expense of the neces- 
sary arrangements for the inauguration; but the general pro- 
yramine, regarding which so many inquiries are made, will, we 
presume. be drawn up by, and published under, official authority. 

-\ circular has been issued directing all heads of departments 
to pay all moneys into the Oriental Bank, instead of the Treasury, 
ax hitherto. The Colonial Treasury will henceforth be no more 
than a cheek-office.

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Rumour says that larger supplies than usual are being brought 
to Tientsin this year, to meet the wants of soldiers to be concen- 
trated in the Chihli province. Several large cannon have been 
taken North this summer. 

FIRH BRIGADE PARADE. 

The Colony can now boast of possessing as complete material 
for fire brigade purposes as any other city of similar size in the 
East. With active and intelligent European volunteers, a trained 
body of natives, and a police force of amply sufficient strength to 
keep the ground, we may fairly hope that Hong Kong will no 
longer be liable to such extensive and destructive conflagrations 
as have hitherto distinguished its somewhat short existence. 
Nothing, as regards the existing force, is in fact wanting but 
exercise and drill to accustom its members to act in concert, an 
object to which the fire-master and his assistants are evidently 
devoting their attention. The parade of last evening was 
conducted, it is but fair to say, under extreme disadvantages as 
regards the motive power recently brought to the colony. The 
two new engines and that of the Hong Kong Company lit fires 
within a few minutes of each other, and assembled at the Canton 
steamer wharf. Despite the great weight of the new acquisition 
they were drawn with comparative ease. Shortly after arrival 
the Hong Kong Insurance engine was moving ahead (time fourteen 
minutes from lighting fires ; pressure of steam, 25 lbs., pressure 
on hose 10 Ibs.). It rapidly ran up the steam, and in twenty 
minutes was under a pressure of 60 ibs. steam, and throwing two 
streams of some fifty-five or sixty feet in height, the bursting 
pressure on the hose varying from 52 to 65 lbs. on the square 
inch. The smaller of the two new engines threw its first jets 
of water in twenty-eight minutes from Fighting the fires, under 
50 Ibs. of steam, the pressure on the hose being but little over 
20 Ibs. The larger engine was unfortunate; the pumps could 
not to be moved until 41 minutes had elapsed from the fires being 
lit, and no water was thrown until 51 minutes had passed. When, 
however, it got fairly into play the result was magnificent, and 
though the Hong Kong Insurance engine had hitherto overtopped 
its competitor, the giant, under 130 lbs. of steam, and a pressure 
of from 60 to 72 lbs. per square inch on the hose, threw its four 
powerful jets into the air above its rivals, eliciting signs of unmis- 
takable admiration from the crowds around. The sight of the 
ten lofty streams from the three engines was really magnificent 
in its way, and we do not wonder that the fire-master and brigade 
feel proud of their new machines. It will never do, however, to 
take 51 minutes to get up steam, and so far as yesterday’s trial 
went the insurance engine certainly carried off the palm for 
“rapidity and power combined.” 

HONG KONG HOTEL COMPANY. 

The adjourned half-yearly meeting of shareholders in the Com- 
pany was held on the 23rd. Present: Messrs. Walker (in the 
chair), Delbanco and Belilios, directors ; Messrs. Barton and Hodg- 
son, auditors ; Messrs. C. L. Davies and J. J. Francis, shareholders 
and Mr. E. Baker, secretary. 

The Chairman, having answered several questions i ap the 
accounts put by Mr. Francis, proposed that the report be adopted. 

Mr. Delbanco having seconded the motion, the report was 
accordingly adopted without a dissentient voice. 

Mr. Davies then put the following resolution in a formal man- 
ner :—“ That the thanks of this meeting on behalf of the Share- 
holders generally be offered to the direction for the energy and 
zeal they have so successfully displayed in steering the Company 
through its difficulties and placing its business in its present pro- 
mising condition.” This resolution was carried nem. con., having 
been seconded by Mr. Hodgson, auditor. 

The Chairman, on behalf of himself and co-directors, thanked 
the meeting for the resolution they had just passed, although so 
few were present. They now saw that the best thing was the 
farming of the Hotel to the Chinese ; they had tried partial farm- 
ing, and found that, while the farmed portion succeeded, that 
under the Company’s control generally went to wreck and ruin. 
The directors had had meeting after meeting and consultation after 
consultation, and after great anxiety they had concluded that the 
only way to proceed was to let the place at the best rent to some 
respectable Chinese with trustworthy security. 

Mr. Barton proposed, and Mr. Davies seconded, that Mr. Land- 
stein ie tocterted a director of the company ; which motion was 
unanimously carried. The Chairman then said there was only one 
thing remaining, viz., to re-clect the auditors (Messrs. Barton and 
Hodgson), in whom he had entire confidence. This was seconded 
by Mr. Delbanco, and also carried unanimously. The proceedings 
closed by a vote of thanks to the chairman. 

Her Majesty’s vessel /ifleman and the gunboats Weazel and 
Bustard will be sold by auction at the Naval Yard, Hong Kong, 
on the 1&th Nov. 

A third dividend of 7 per cent. on all claims on the estate of 
Dent. and Co. is announced, payable by the trustees. 

The Oriental Hotel, situate on the Praya Manduco, close to the 
wharf at which the Macao steamers discharge their cargoes and 
land passengers, has heen completely destroyed by fire. It broke 
out on the night of the 18th Aug., at about half-past ten o'clock, 
in an upper story of the house, eeveral people being inside t’ » 
establishment at the time. Four or five gentlemen who were in 
the billiard-room describe the rapidity with which the flames 
| spread as something unprecedented.

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Major-General Whitfield, Commandant of Her Majesty’s forces 
in China and Japan, and Lieutenant-Governor of this colony, ar- 
rived by the last English mail. He took up his quarters tempo- 
rarily at the Hong Kong Hotel. 

The Customs Gazette, giving the returns of trade to June 30th, 
has been issued. The .V.C. Daily News gives the following as 
the figures of the leading imports into Shanghai. For the most 
part they show a satisfactory increase over the corresponding 
period of 1868. Grey Shirtings, 860,000 pieces against 822,000 ; 
T-cloths, 432,000against 291,000 ; English drills, 71,000 against 
14,000 ; and’ American drills, 66,000 against 43,000; Dutch, 
84,000 against 5,000; Lustres 47,000 against 43,000; Camlets 
29,000 against 12,000; Iron,$74,000 against 36,000 piculs ; Coal 
(Australian), 17,000 against 7,000 tons; British Coal has fallen 
from 13,000 tons to 3,000; Brown Sugar also shows a falling off 
from 196,000 to 129,000 piculs, and White from 160,000 to 116,000.

BATAVIA. 

We (Straits Times) learn from the Java papers that the rail- 
road from Samarang to Solo was opened on the 15th ultimo, on 
which day a fast train left the former for the latter place. The 
officials and the military, with a large assemblage of natives, were 
present at the opening. The Emperor, with the Ratu, and the 
Court of Solo, made a trial trip, and the Locomotif newspaper 
makes mention of many tokens of childish simplicity which the 
native great ones gave on the occasion. Sharing the general 
enthusiasm, the Emperor for a moment set adat aside, and in the 
midst of a vast crowd of natives he took a seat on a stool in a 
freight waggon, placed at his disposal. The Locomotif also 
speaks in high commendation of the manner in which the 
works have been completed, considering the ways and means 
and working powers by which they were put together. The 
regular transport of goods will commence in September, and 
the line to Solo will be finally opened for passengers, &c., in Oc- 
tober next. 

The English ship Quangondy, Captain Emslie, has been finally 
ot off the reef on which she stranded, and came into Batavia 
oads on the 15th August. The captain reports that he saw, on 

the 17th, an English ship aground on the south-west side of Kra- 
katoa Island, in the Straits of Sunda. 

The Java papers give information tbat one of the most no- 
torious and accomplished swindlers of modern times has made his 
escape from Sourabaya, where he had been imprisoned, and where 
he awaited his trial for extensive frauds on some of the first banks 
in Europe. He succeeded in escaping from the hospital, where 
he had been placed on account of sickness.

SINGAPORE. 


Dates} from this port are down to thef10th Sept. The London 
mail of 30th July arrived out by P. and O. steamer onlst Sept., 
and that of 5th August, per French steamer,on the 6th. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

There have been two meetings ‘of the Legislative Council 
since the return of his Excellency from Penang, but the business 
brought under discussion has not been impprtant. The Preserva- 
tion of the Peace Extension Act has become law; accompanied, 
however, with a remonstrance from the Chief Justice and one of 
the unofficial members of Council. This opposition to the 
measure seems, however, to be based rather upon principle than 
upon any practical objection to its clauses; and it is note- 
worthy that the two unofficial members of Council : pre- 
sent were not agreed on the subject. An amount of $20,000 
has, on the motion of the Honourable Mr. Read, seconded by 
Mr. Scott, been placed at the disposal of his Excellency by the 
Council for the entertainment of his Royal Highness the Duke of 
Edinburgh. The Governor has been very liberally met on this 
occasion, and it is to be hoped that the reception given to his 
Royal Highness may be worthy of thecolony. The Committee of 
the residents, who were appointed about two months ago at a pub- 
lic meeting, to secure the proper reception of the Prince, have 
placed their services at the disposal of the Governor, and there 
appears to be every probability of a hearty unanimity on this 
Occasion. 

The Governor has made another effort, and this time with suc- 
Ces», to fill the vacant seats in the Legislature, the same having 
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been accepted by Mr. W. R. Scott, of Mesers. Wm. Macdonald 
and Co., and Mr. W. Adamson, of Messrs, Gilfillan, Wood, and 
Co. It is generally felt, however, that the whole constitution of the 
Council must be altered before unofficial members can accept 
office with much good result to the colony. Even now the un- 
official element is so small that it might as well be extinct. To 
the seven or eight official members there are four unofficial p - 
sent in Singapore, the fifth member being resident at Penang. 

The public service has lost a good man in Mr. J. D. Vaughan— 
who has resigned the post of Magistrate to enter upon the practice 
of law. Mr. Vaughan has been for nearly twenty-five years 
connected with the public service of this A ghd and his resignation 
cannot but be token! upon with regret. Mr. Dunman, another old 
public servant, goes home very shortly, vacating the pest of 
Commissioner of Police for the Straits Settlements; Mr. \« ‘!-> 
takes Mr. Dunman’s position temporarily, and it is believed ma7 
be confirmed in the appointment. Mr. Gottlieb, Police Magistrate, 
goes home by this met on leave. The Chief Justice is at present 
in Malacca on circuit. The members of the Sporting Club have 
decided to hold an Autumn Race Meeting in October, about the 
time that the Duke of Edinburgh will be here. 

Mr. Arthur Kuight has lately been appointed Acting Head 
Clerk in the Auditor-General’s office, vice Mr. A. W. V. Cousins, 
who is to act as Senior Sworn Clerk to the Registrar, in place of 
Mr. W. E. Maxwell, who will perform the duties of Sitting Magis- 
trate at Penang. 

The Chinese Festival given by the opium and spirit farmers 
here, at their residence at Teluk Ayer, passed off very successfully. 
A large number of ladies and gentlemen were present, among 
whom were his Excellency the Governor and Lady Ord, and seve- 
ral Government officials. The illuminations were on a very superb 
scale, there being no less than thirteen lamp-posts specially erected 
for the occasion. 

The British ship Berwickshire was on the 9th September put 
up for sale by public auction, and realised $6,400.

PENANG. 

The Londen mail of the 30th July arrived out on the 30th Aug 
Dates are now down to the 12th Sept. From the Penang Gazette 
we take the following items :-— 

The schooner Lucretia arrived in Penang Harbour on the night 
of the 29th from Anak Labu, bringing on the captain and crew 
of the City of Edinburgh. This vessel was bound from Rangoon 
to London, and when eight days out she sprang a leak. The cap- 
tain, Mr. J. Dodds, then bore up for the Mauritius, which he ex- 
pected to fetch, but all in vain ; she sankon the 2th July, in about 
3 N., 92.50 E. All hands were saved, and reached Anak Labu in 
their boats. A Court of Inquiry has since been held, the result 
of which will not be disclosed until approved of by H.E. the 
Governor. 

The failure is reported of a Chinese firm, trading under the 
chop of Hock Choon for something like $40,000. The Chinese 
share with the European merchants in the loss. The assets are 
said to be nearly up to the amount of the debit. 

Thursday, the 18th, was the first day of the yearly race meeting, 
and was very well attended. We missed many old familiar faces 
from the grand stand—officers of the regiment that have been 
removed, men who took a lively interest in the sport. 

We are glad to learn that the Bill for the amendment of the 
Preservation of the Peace Act, lately brought into the Legislative 
Council when sitting in Pinang, has been passed in Singapore. We 
have not seen a report of the debate, but we hear that the learned 
Chief Justice offered some objections to the passing of the Act, 
bringing forward the only thing in the shape of argument that 
has yet been used by its opponent: 

One of the largest assemblages of the principal inhabitants of 
all classes that we have ever seen in Penang took place at the 
Exchange-room, for the purpose of presenting to the Hon. Charles 
Bushe Plunket fan address from the Europeans and Mahomedans, 
and another from the Chinese, on his departure from Penang to

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Currency question is now agitating our little community. 
Among the new ideas imported by our returned Governor is one 
relating to our circulating medium, which his Excellency thinks 
should be rupees in account as it is in fact. He has, therefore, 
comegout with an ordinance on the subject, the draft of which has 
just appeared in the Government Gazette and quite electrified the 
bank ing and mercantile community. Sir Hercules Robinson had 
tried his hand at currency in Hong Kong ; and seems determined 
to keep it in practice here and immortalise his name by rectifying 
our metliod of accountancy. The merchants and bankers, on the 
other hand, and they are the parties most interested, deny the 
necessity for any change. Their chief transactions being with 
England, and not with India, the £.2,d. system of reckoning 
suit them very w:ll; and although the rupee was the coin 
most in circulation, it had for thirty years or more been 
considered the equivalent of two shillings, and the tenth 
part of one pound, and therefore there was no difficulty and 
no inconvenience in keeping accounts in pounds, shillings, and 
pence. Lut the Governor, it seems, had found out that great in- 
convenience to the public service might arise if payments were 
demanded in pounds ; and that any civilian having a claim on 
Government, or any Government officer, or other person to whom 
money was owing by the Government could demand payment in 
gold, as gold is a legal tender, although it can never be bought 
at par. Hence inconvenience and loss might arise which would 
hamper the Government. Therefore his Excellency, fearing dan- 
ger to the State if he made known the secret before he was pre- 
pares with a remedy, centered into correspondence with the Home 

overnment some three years ago, which correspondence has been 
maintained during the reign of successive Colonial ministers, with 
a view to obtain their sanction for an alteration in the currency. 
He appears to have encountered considerable difficulty in proving 
the necessity for any change ; but at length, during his recent visit 
to Englan |, his peitinacity has conquered, for he comes out armed 
with tul: power to make the required alteration, and, as before 
stated, he ha» promulgated an ordinance, in draft at least. That 
it will be passed into law if he is determined on it admits of 
no doubt, because, constituted as our Legislative Council is, the 
officials, who are as nine to six of the unofficials, are obliged to vote 
with the Governor, while the unofficials, his nominees, are expected 
to vote with him. There is just the possibility that the strong 
Yepresentation the merchants are forwarding to Earl Granville, 
the Secre ary of State for the Colonies, may delay the passing of 
the ordinance, or, if not, may prevent its confirmation by the 
Queen. In supposing he has made a discovery which never oc 
curred to any one else, the Governor takes credit for more kudos 
than mos: p ople are willing to accord him, for it was well-known 
im mercanille circles that where a pound sterling was promised 
whether in a bank-note, or in an agreement for salary, or in a con- 
tract, geld could be demanded ; and hence it has long been cus- 
tomary to specify on the face of obligations pounds sterling or 
pounds currency as the case might be, the latter chiefly prevail- 
ing ; for, as the merchants say, as well might a Ceylon dollar of 
1s. 6d. value be taken to mean a Mexican dollar of three times 
that an.ount as a Ceylon pound to mean an English pound. 

Accoruing to Sir Hercules Robinson, the rupee is only the 
equivalent of 1s. 104d. sterling. Hence he thinks that to legalise 
it as worth two shillings would be to establish a fictitious par. 
More correct views have been taken by both Lord Carnarvon and 
the Duke of Buckingham, as appears from their correspondence on 
the subject. Lerd Carnarvon writes per Mr. Eliiot, “It is chjected by 
Sir H. Robinson, to this measure of recognising the rupee at two 
shillings by Order in Council, and he seems to consider the objection 
& conciusive one; that it would enact a fictitious equivalent to 
the pound sterling, the rupee he considers being really worth only 
1s. lujd. Without going into the question whether this or that 
rating would’more correctly represent the comparative value of 
rupees and sovereigns piaced together in Ceylon, Lord Carnarvon 
must duubt the vaidity of the objection. For it is not to the 
English pound sterling, but to the Ceylon pound currency that 
the suppo-ed crder in Council would declare ten rupees equi- 
valent. A Ceylon pound has meant nothing but ten rupees for 
the last 30 years, and the order in Council would adopt no 
fictitious, but the actual and undoubted value of the rupee, in 
@eclaring this value to be two shillings, not twofshillings sterling, 
bat two shillings of Ceylon currency.” 

The Duke ot Buckingham, per Sir F. Rogers, says >—“ Steps 
should he at once taken, not to alter, but to secure trom convul- 
sion the cxisting state of things, by giving undoubted legal va- 
lidity to existing obligations, in the sense in which they have 
been uniformly uuderstood by those who have contracted them.” 
* Now, it -ppears that a difficulty had either arisen or seemed 
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possible to a previous Governor of Ceylon as regards the value of 
arupee ; and a minute was passed by Sir Robert Horton. in 1836, 
and approved by his successor, establishing the rupee as the fixed 
standard of value, and equivalent to two shillings. The Home 
Government, while disapproving the policy, consented to it, “in 
consideration of the interests which had grown up in the mean- 
time,” and “to avoid inconvenience to the public.” Doubts have 
from time to time arisen regarding the legality of that minute ; 
but they never took any opposing shape till conjured up by our 
present Governor, who has taken the island by surprise by his 
proposed Bill to meet the inconvenience, and counteract it. The 
merchants and bankers, and others interested in accounting, see 
great difficulty, inconvenience, and risk in altering the currency. 
And they prefer continuing the system which has, for upwards of 
thirty years, given universal satisfaction, and been well under- 
stood and acquiesced in by the whole community. Taking their 
stand upon this point, and backed up by the opinions above 
quoted from Lord Carnarvon and the Duke of Buckingham, they 
consider any supposed difficulty will be met by legalising the 
rupee, as of the value of 2s. Ceylon currency, and ,they ask ac- 
cordingly.

Yoxouama, Avo. 28.*—There had been an improved demand for Grey 
Shirtings and Cotton Yarn, leading to fair sales of both staples at slightly 
higher prices. Very little had been done in other descriptions of Cotton 
Goods, which, together with Woollen Manufactures, remained unchanged, 
but were more or less nominal in value. Slight inquiry for suitable sizes 
of Nail Rod Iron, other Metals nominal; Lead unsaleable. The current 
quotations were :—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Iba., $2.35 to $2.40 per piece; 
84 to 8} Ibs., $2.80 to $2.85; G. E. White Shirtings, $2.80 to $3.20 ; 
T-Cloths, $1.80 to $2.20; Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $46.50 to $47.0; 
28 to 32, $47.50 to $48.0; Camlets, SS, $13 to $14; Cloth, mediom and 
cloth, 80c. te $1.60 per yard; Long Ells, assorted, $8.0 to $8.75 per 
piece ; Lead, $6.75 to $7.0 per picul ; Iron, Nail Rod, $3.0 to $3.50. The 
exchange on London on 28th August was Bank Bills, 6 months’ sight, 
4s. 5d. ; credits, 4s. 53d. 

HioGo ann Osaka, Avc. 24.*—At Hiogn a marked improvement 
in demand had manifested itself, especially for Grey Cottons; the reported 
failure of the native cotton crop, owing to heavy rains, having doubtless 
influenced the market. Fears were also entertained for the rice crops, 
and native grain was daily advancing in value. Cottons: 8} lb. Grey 
Shirtings and No. 28/32 Cotton Yarn in good demand at advanced rates ; 
market very firm, with an upward tendency. Turkey Red Cloth much 
wanted ; no stocks on offer. Black Velvets in more demand. Woollens = 
Camlets in less demand. Black Lastings, Orleans, and Mousselines de 
Laine continued saleable. Black Cloth and Blankets in more favour. 
Metals: Tin Plates in fair demand, and Nail Rod Iron attracting more 
attention. At Osaka a considerable improvement had taken place, and 
for most staple articles a fair inquiry existed. The continued unsatisfac- 
tory state of the native currency, however, prevented much business 
being done. Yarn and Grey Shirtings were mach wanted, and higher 
rates were looked for. 

TIENTSIN.—The current quotations at date of latest advices were— 
8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings Tis. 2.1.1 to Tle. 2.1.2; 8 lbs., 86 in. T-Cloths, 
Tis.

SHanona1—An irregular and somewhat speculative business had been 
transacted in the chief staple, but the demand for several articles had 
been much less than might have been looked for, and the general position 
of the market was not satisfactory. The total value of foreign goods sold 
from firat hands showed a falling off of more than 25 per cent. when 
compared with the previous fortnight, and the current range of prices 
had generally shown no improvement. Grey Shirtings.—About 156,000 
pieces of these goods had been sold from first hands at slightly fluctuat- 
ing rates, Some of these were Eagle chop ” to arrive, at Tls. 2.18 and 
Tis. 2.20 per piece, but the bulk of the transactions had been for all kinds 
of goods on the spot, with ordinary or extended credit. Prices had ranged 
from Tls, 2.14 to Tls, 2.20 per piece for 8.4 Ibs., and Tls. 1.93 to Tls. 1.97 
per piece for 7 Ibs. Heavy goods were dull, and had fallen to Tis. 2.45 
to Tls 2.85 for 9 Ibs. to 9.12 Ibs. The market closed very firm, with a 
good demand. T-Cloths: Only moderate sales had transpired in ai 
weights of these goods, and the market was very weak—6 lbs, entirely 
neglected; of 7 lbs., sales chiefly ordinary makes at low values; fine to 
finest cloths had been but little sought for, even at a reduction 8 lbs. had 
changed hands in small lots at Tis.

Hone Koxe.—Messrs, Olyphant and Co.’s report contains the follow- 
ing remarks upon the condition of the market :— Cotton Yaru: Settlements 
have been restricted to some small parcels of Nos. 16 to 24 only, taken at 
previous rates. Dealers have shown but little disposition to operate, as 
importers are demanding still higher prices, and the advices from the Can- 
ton market are as yet unfavourable to purchases. Flower Tye brand, 
Nos. 38 to 42, is quoted $2.50 per bale dearer. Piece Goods: The im- 
provement in the market for Manchester goods last noted has kept up, 
and in sume instances values have further advanced, whilst sellers are 
firm in their increased demands. 7lbs. and 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings have 
been fairly dealt in at rather improved figures. The stock of 7 lbs. has 
become somewhat reduced, and with but small supplies of 8.4 lbs. arriving 
both these weights command ready sale, though the demand is not so much 
for other markets as it is that dealers are seeking to fairly supply them- 
selves in expectation of the inquiry later on.

Quo- 
tations :—Common, none; good common, $23.0 to $25.0 per picul: me- 
dium, $26.0 to $27.0 ; good medium, $28.0 to $80.0; fine, $31.0 to $33.0; 
finest, $34.0 to $36.0. 

Hi0Go anv Osaka, Aucust 24.—At Hiogo about §00 piculs of good 
medium to finest had been settled, at rates showing a margin on those 
tuling at Yokohama. Advices from that port, quoting an advauce in 
price with large settlements, had caused teamen to demand bigher rates 
than those asked at the commencement of the season, and which buyers 
refused to pay. Arrivals—About 2,800 piculs. Stocks estimated at 
about 3,000 piculs, principally consisting of the finer qualities. Muasters 
of many of the late arrivals had not been shown, and it was difficult to 
ascertain the actual stock. At Oxaka the settlements had been of a 
trivial nature, and quotations remained unchanged.

Sponding perio1 of last year. We do not, however, think this must be 
considered a proof that supplies will continue to equal those of last season, 
as a considerable portion of the quantity just received has been detained 
up country by the high state of the water, and is not entirely an un- 
expected or increased supply consequent on the advanced rates which have 
now been current for some time, both here andin Shanghai. Natives 
are still very confident in their assertions that we shall see a considerable 
falling off, which, if true, will only allow of bare supplies from now till end 
of season. For the last three or four days they have been limited. The 
business of the fortnight has been about 10,000 chests and 1,500 half-chests, 
principally fair to medium second crop Oopacks, as nearly all the com-i 
mon and Shuntam packed teas have been, as usual, sent on to Shanghae 
without being offered to our buyers. Shipments to Shanghai on nativd 
account are nearly 22,000 packages, but little of which has been purchased 
here, as the Shanghai market has been less active and encouraging. Prices 
for the better grades declined shortly after date of our last, and have re- 
mained easier, but common grades are, if anything, a fraction dearerr. 
We quote fair to good second crop Oopacks, 17 to 20; Oonams, 16 to 
18, but few on offer; and Shuntam packed Teas 15 to 16 taels per 
picul. Oanfas, none on offer. Settlements:—2,440 chests, at 1s. 1}p. 
to 1s. 2d.; 3,560 chests, 1,850 half-chests, at 1s. 24d. to 1s. 3}d.; 3,860 
chests, 700 half-chests, at 1s. 84d. to 1s. 43d.; total, 9,860 chests, 1,550 
half-chests. 

FoocHow.—Congou: In the early part of the interval, owing to pau- 
city of supplies and eagerness on the part of Foreigners to continue pur- 
chases, a slight advance in prices was established ; subsequently, however, 
arrivals from the country were on a more extended scale, and the Teamen 
became more willing to realise. A few parceis of better grade second crop 
Teas had come to hand, and found ready sale at full rates; but the bulk 
of the arrivals showed no improvement as regards quality. Souchongs 
had been in bri:k demand, and prices had advanced 2tls. to 3tls. per picul 
from the lowest point. Oolongs had arrived freely from the country, but 
were held for rates far above the ideas of American buyers. Scented Teas 
in fair inquiry, at about previous rates. Flowery Pekoes: A few small 
parcels had been settled. Settlements for the fortnight had been :—Con- 
gou, 44,757 chests, at Tls. 9.5.5 to Tls. 29.8 per picul, ship off; Souchong; 
8,901 chests, at Tls. 18.8 to Tls. 30.8 per picul, ship off; Oolong, 184 
half-chests, at Tls. 22.3 per picul, ship off ; Scented Teas, 6,085 boxes, at 
Tls. 8.5.5 te Tls. 26.8; Flowery Pekoe, 200 chests, at Ts, 32.8 to Tls. 48.3. 

Kivk1anc.—Blacks bad been coming forward more freely, and a few 
gmall parcels had been taken at about former quotations, but the bulk of 
the Teas had been forwarded to Shanghai on native account, as had the 
only two chops of new Green Teas that had arrived. 

Amoy.—Congous had continued in demand, and settlements for the fort- 
night comprised the whole quantity on offer, amounting to 6,889 packages, 
at $14} to $164 for ordinary, and $18 to $194 for fair to good common. 
No further transactions in Ovlongs were reported ;’ arrivals were over 
83,000 packages short of those to same date last year, and Teamen, in 
view of this, were demanding enhanced prices, to which buyers were not 
likely to submit. The Cresswell had sailed for London, and the Insulaire 
for New York, leaving the Polar Star loading for the former, and the 
Nantib for the latter port. 

Cantox.—Three chops Country Congou on offer had been taken at 
prices over the last received London quotations for similar teas. No 
transactions had taken place in District Congons, and in Scented Capers 
only a moderate business had been done, at prices slightly over previous 
currencies. Scented Orange Pekoes in some request, eapecially the finer 
grades, and some late settlements showed an advance of fully 2 taels. A 
limited quantity of Canton Made Greens had found buyers, partly for the

SILK. 


Yoxounama, Ava. 28.—There had been considerable activity, with 
scarcely any change in prices. Settlements had been large, but, owing to 
the quantity rejected on account of inferiority, they did not actually ex- 
ceed 600 piculs; all Hank Silk, save about 50 bales Koshiu and a few 
bales Hamatzky Oshiu. Of this quantity 600 bales were shipped per P. 
and O. steamer Ottawa, on the 25th Aug. Unsold stock, 350 to 400 
piculs. Arrivals of silk worms’ eggs amounted to about 250,000 carda, 
and purchases {o 40,000, settled at rates ranging from $3 to $3.80 per card 
for fair quality. The Japanese continued to ask very high prices, beyond the 
views of most buyers. The current quotations for Silk were—Mibash and 
Sinshu, $620 to $820; Koshu, $630 to £650 per picul. 

SHanGHal.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skegg'’s and Co.'s Cir- 
cular:—Early in the fortnight business was resumed at previous rates, 
bat higher cost in the country; the enhanced price of dollars here, and a 
lower sterling exchange, combined with the general anticipation of better 
news from England, enabled the dealers to place about 1,600 bales, at an 
advance of Tls. 74 to 10 on Chop Silks, and about Ts. 5 all round on 
Medium and Good descriptions. This, however, was checked on receipt of 
telegrams, and only a dragging business has since resulted, sellers being 
very strong in holding Fine Silk, but going back to about last mail’s 
rates for Medium and Common sorts, whilst foreigners generally are 
holding out for a further decline. Settlements, including about 500 
bales bought at the close of last mail, amount to about 2,600 bales, 
and the following are a few of the leading quotations:—In Tsatlees, 
Koo-fong-sing and Dragon chop thirds, at Tls. 565; Donkey, Tls. 560 ;

Kahing and 
Chin Cum Taysaam unchanged; Long Reels, Tls. 395 to Tls, 400; and 
Skeins, Tls. 365. The P. and V. steamer has 1,900 bales engaged.

NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Messrs. Denny and Co. have a screw steamer in hand for Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson, and Oo., similar tothe Lismore. Captain Dear- 
born is also superintending the building of two steamers for the 
Shanghai Steam Company ; one is a paddle on the American prin- 
ciple for the Yangsze, and one a screw for the ‘lieutsin trade. 
The builders are Messrs. Inglis, on Clyde, and we hear they will 
be very fine boats. 

Messrs. Randolph, Elder, and Co. are just finishing off a screw 
for the Tientsin line of Messrs. Trautman and Co. 

The Union Co. of Shanghai will probably soon give an order for 
one, The /yt Aing is being thoroughly overhauled, and will soon 
proceed again to China. 

Messrs. Hall, of Aberdeen, are building another gunboat for 
Japan. A tug is being built at Newcastle, intended for the 
Shanghai river ; she will be a strong little vessel of about 60-h.p, 
capable of burning any coal, and able to perform towing trips on 
a much reduced seale; the consignecs will be Messrs. Hall and

THE NEW SEASONS’ TEA CLIPPERS. 

In our issue of the 4th inst. we gave the particulars of 
the passages of some of the clippers. We have now to an- 
nounce the arrival of the Leander, Captain Petherick, owned 
by the Merchant Shipping Company, from Foochow, off 
Scilly, in 98 days; the Ariel, Captain Courtenay, owners 
Shaw, Maxton, and Co., off Plymouth, in 100 days ; the 
La/eloo, Captain Smith, owner Captain Alexander Rodgers, 
off Eddystone, in 98 days ; the Sir Lancelot, Captain Robin- 
son, owners MacCunn and Co., in the Downs, in 88 days ; the 
steamer iV/e, Captain Gaine, owners W. Gray and Co., in the 
Downs, in 86 days ; the Spindrift, Captain Innes, owners 
Findlay, at Gravesend in 105 days; the Eliza Shaw, from 
Hankow, Captain Gaye, owners Charles Shaw and Co., in the 
Downs, in 121 days; the Taztsing, from Hankow, Captain 
Blomfield, owners Findlay, in the Downs, in 112 days. 

The passages this season excel on the whole those of pre- 
vious years, and it seems impossible to predict to what 
greater speed sailing vessels can attain. The passage from 
Foochow can be put down at 15,000 miles, and the actual dis- 
tance sailed over, allowing for head winds, must be about 
16,000 miles. This in 90 days is an average of 178 miles 
per hour, the maximum speed of some of the vessels ranging 
as high as 15 knots per hour. Some of the passages have 
been made by what is commonly called the Eastern passage. 
The Lahlvo, Ariel, Spindrift, and Eliza Shaw came by this 
route, while the Thermopylae, Leander, Taitsing, Sir Lancelot, 
and 7'ztania came down the usual beat of the China Sea to 
the Straits of Sunda, reporting at Anjer. The Sir Lancelot 
is the champion ship, her passage to the Lizard being 85 
days, Downs 88, docks 89. The passages into dook are as

The Glasgow Herald has the following comments on the passage :— 
Special intelligence was received by Mr. MacCunn, the owner in Green- 
ock, that the celebrated Clyde-built ship Sir Lancelot, Captain 
Robinson, had arrived in the Downs from Foochow after a passage of 
88 days, the fastest passage on record. The Sir Lancelot left China 
on the 17th of July, and reached St. Helena on 11th Sept.—56 days 
out. The new Aberdeen clipper Thermopylae, which arrived on the 
Ath inst., reached the Lizard from Foochowtoo this season in 88 days, 
but the sailing distance from the Lizard to London docks occupied 
upwards of two days; while the time occupied from the Downs to the 
docks being one day, the Sir Lancelot thus beats the Thermopyle by 
fally 24 hours. The latter ship was 90 days from Foochoow to London 
docks. Under these circumstances the ‘‘blue riband” of this justly 
celebrated race is yet retained by a Clyde-built ship, and that after the 
performance of the most remarkable voyage that has ever taken place 
in the history of the China clippers. In 1867 the Sir Lancelot arrived 
in the Downs from Shanghai after a very rapid e of 96 days. The 
game feat was performed this year by the Clyde-built ship Z'i¢ania, 
which also arrived in 96 days.

AMERICAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 

The New York Herald is doing its best to call attention to the 
expected increase in the trade with China to be developed by the 
Pacific railway and steamers. A full and detailed account of all 
the ports in China has been published, which contains the usual 
amount of ignorance of localities, &c. A letter, purporting to be 
written by a governor-general of several provinces in China, has 
also been published, from which we give an extract as a speci- 
men :— 

“It may be said in general that, during many centuries past, the inha~ 
bitants in Western lands have been striving to encronch on each others 
kingdoms; and in every case one has tried to possess itself of the profits of 
the other’s trade, as a preliminary to getting hold of its territory, They 
have established places of business throughout China, and trafticked or 
become carriers in all kinds of produce, simply that they may carry out 
their unscrupulous schemes of injury, which will end in depriving our 
merchants of their means of livelihood. Since the time when we raised 
troops against them our people have long suffered every gricvous cala- 
mity. If we now open three or five more ports to their trade, and the 
entire length of the Yangtsze river, it will daily add to the distress and 
indigence of our poor peuple, who,‘alas! are now nearly quite driven to 
the wall. 

“ Among all the various demands which they make, however, that of 
opening coal mines should be excepted; for by working mines in the fo- 
reign way, and employing machinery, our own country would be per- 
manently benefited, and it appears to me, therefore, worthy of a trial 
In regard to the two proposals of steamers going up all our rivers, 
and of building railroads, if Foreigners are allowed to carry them on, 
the protits and advantages of our own country will gradually be 
carried off to other lands; and even if our own subjects join such en- 
terprises, and get Foreigners to conduct them, the rich and the strong 
will then engross the labour of the poor. Neither of them, therefore, 
is admissible. If, however, the Foreigners press for their adoption 
unceasingly, it will be desirable to let them know that even if they 
should be able to force the authorities at Peking to consent, the provineirl 
rulers, like myself and others, would still resist their introduction with all 
our strength; and if, by some means, we too should be compelled to give 
our consent, there would still remain the myriads of commen people, who, 
in the extremity of their poverty, would see how they could better them- 
selves, and rive to oppose the Foreigners in a manner that all the authori- 
ties in China could not curb or repress. The princes and magnates of the 
middle kingdom need have no lack of argument in pleading for the lives 
of their people; and even if our course should bring about a rupture, and 
we resort to force to preserve the rights and employments of our people, 
the struggle would not be owing to a mere empty discussion on things of 
no importance, Qn the one hand, we could appeal to heaven, earth, and 
our sainted emperors, and on the other to the inhabitants dwelling within 
every sea (for the justice of our cause). We, in fact, between these 
parties ought to fear nothing as to the result, as after it we would hve 
nothing to repent of. Upon the question of granting an audienca, 
sending Ministers to foreign Courts, and permitting the propygation 
of religion, I did not make apy observation in the despatch 
forwarded to Peking. I have humbly ascertained, however, that 
in the year 1676 our canonised Sovereign, the Emperor Humane 
(Kanghi), admitted the Russian Nicholas and others to the presence, 
but the offering given and ceremonies then practised cannot now be fully 
ascertained.

OUR POLICY IN CHINA.—RETROGRESSION. 


Evipence in support of our position that the real policy 
of the Chinese Government is one of retroyression rapidly 
accumulates ; in vain does Mr. Burtincamr utter bombastic 
eulogiums on his employers—every act of theirs falsifies his 
words. Jn vain does Prince Kune assure us that he is eager 
to welcome foreign civilisation and improvements, and that 
only the wrong-headed obstinacy of the people stands in the 
way—the manner in which all suggestions for railways and 
telegraphs is received is alone sufficient to refute his assertions ; 
In vain do the mandarin-worshippers insist that China is pro- 
gressing, and point to the Anglo-French College at Peking 
and a few other myths of the same sort, as proofs of their 
accuracy ; the college is tumbling to pieces, and the only 
establishments based on foreign aid that are likely to receive 
any permanent countenance are the Customs—wherein the 
foreign element is indispensable seeing that the Government 
has grown too wise to entrust any of its native officials with 
the handling of the vast sums that are now collected in the 
way of duties—and the Arsenal at Kiangnan, by means of 
which they doubtless hope some day to be enabled to turn 
the tables on their instructors in the art of war. The last- 
named establishment, by the way, is now being rapidly deve- 
loped, its latest extension being the opening of a sort of school, 
or college, for the tuition of the native youth in the higher 
branches of science, the medium of instruction being Chinese. 
This innovation, however, is as yet only in its infancy, and 
awaiting approval at Peking, which is pretty sure to be ac- 
corded, considering that Mr..Hart’s college at the capital is 
(as already observed) ina moribund condition. The causes of 
its failure are not far to seek. From the first, its founda- 
tions were of sand ; the Ghinese were not’ ready for so long 
a stride in advance ; they consented to it at a time when 
England and France seemed inclined to enforce a literal ful- 
filment of their treaties, and their respective Ministers were 
hoodwinked by the movement, regarding the promised college 
in some sort as a pledge that this time the palaver about a 
new era of progress was not destined to turn out all moon- 
shine. Then, again, the Chinese wanted to gratify Mr. Hart, 
and this was a pet scheme of his ; they knew the thing could 
give but little trouble, and might be “burked” at any mo- 
ment. Their calculations were verified ; it served its pur- 
pose by helping to stave off an unpleasant crisis, and being 
thoroughly rotten in itself will now be left to perish of sheer 
inanition. For all this, we doubt not that Mr. Harr himself 
entertained a sincere conviction of the benefits to accrue from 
the college, and indeed some good must have come of it, 
even in its unexpectedly brief career, had the “ professors ” 
been better fitted for their posts. Of their individual merits 
or demerits our aversion to personalities forbids us tv say any- 
thing, whatever we may think. But some demands they 
recently made (as a body) on the Government may be briefly 
alluded to. One was, that they should be at liberty to wear 
the Chinese official costume when lecturing; another, for 
runners to precede their chairs ; a third, for Chinese rank of 
the fifth grade (equal to a prefect) ; with others of the same 
sort. Just fancy a Chinese professor at an English college 
insisting on being made a magistrate, lecturing in a court 
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suit, and requiring the Foreign-office to provide him with 
outriders to precede his carriage! It is no difficult task to 
gauge the value of a college when its “ professors ” are occu- 
pied with such childish puerilities as these. The condition 
of the Peking College is clearly a symptom, not of progress 
but of retrogression. 

Another instance is the renewed rebuff met with at 
Shanghai regarding the proposed line of telegraph between 
that settlement and the Kintoan Beacon. The impudence 
with which the Taoutai brings forward arguments that he 
knows to be worthless as though they were all-sufficient and 
convincing, shows that he is quite sure of support from head- 
quarters, and is far from encouraging to those who are in- 
clined to hope for any good from the BurLincaMe Mission. 
How Lord CuarRENDON can retain his present infatuation in 
the face of such facts as these, and of such opinions as those 
lately expressed by Sir RuTHeRForD ALcock, and still more 
recently by Mr. Hugh Maruesoy, it is hard to under- 
stand. To all who are not blinded by party feeling or 
“ peace-at-any-price” sentiments, it is as clear as daylight 
that the Chinese, after throwing dust in the eyes of the 
Western Powers by such outward similitudes of progress as 
a college and a mission, are entering on a determined policy 
of retrogression ; and in this they are unhappily aided and 
encouraged by what Mr. Ross Brownz forcibly but justly 
terms the “ the folly and imbecility”” of our present Cabinet. 
There can be no doubt that the policy of Lord CLarENDON 
must entail consequences that he and his colleagues little 
dream of ; and the responsibility they assume, by thus obsti- 
nately disregarding the many warning voices raised by those who 
are capable of foreseeing these results isa very heavy one. For 
thus pursuing a course utterly at variance with both common 
sense and expediency, they have no better justification to 
offer than the constantly-repeated affirmation that “ we have 
“no right to force ourselves, our civilisation, or our com- 
“merce on the Chinese against their will;” in reply to 
which it cannot be too often repeated that our presence in 
China is not against the will of the people, but of a section 
of the governing classes only, who find it producing results 
inimical to their own selfish interests. And even if some 
degree of pressure be necessary to maintain and improve the 
status of Foreigners generally in that country, would it be 
right on that account for England to withdraw, and leave a 
rich field of commerce and enterprise, created by herself, to 
other less scrupulous competitors? We say emphatically, 
No. And yet this is what the CLARENDON policy, if con- 
sistently pursued, would bring us to in the end. 


WE are informed that the dues from the light vessel 
moored off the Little Basses Rock, Ceylon, are to be appro- 
priated towards the construction of the lighthouse on the 
Great Basses Rock, the remainder of the necessary funds 
being provided by a loan from the Lighthouse Commis- 
sioners. The works will be proceeded with forthwith, a 
quantity of available materials being already on the spot, 
and the remaining portion will shortly be despatched in the 
charge of Mr. DouGas, the constructor of the celebrated 
Wolf Rock Lighthouse on the east coast of Scotland, who 
has been appointed engineer to the undertaking. 


Mr. Wa. MuirHeaD, an old and much respected resident of 
Shanghai, a Chinese scholar and a missionary, addresses us 
on our present relations with China. Mr. MurrueaD entirely 
condemns the policy pursued by our Foreign-office, and up- 
holds the reasonable demands of our mercantile residents in 
China. Such expressions of opinion from a man of Mr. 
Murreap’s long experience and Christian principles are iu- 
deed worth reading, aud, coupled with the opinion of Mr. 
MaTHESson—given in our last—must surely carry weight, 
and tend to open the eyes of Lord CLarEenpon. 


WE understand that a Memorial has been forwarded by 
the Chamber of Commerce of Mauritius to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, praying for the establishment of mail 
communication witb Galle, by which means they can connect 
with the lines to India and China on the one side, and 
Europe on the other. The tender of Mr. Horr to perform 
the service for $20,000 per annum is probably the cheapest 
that will be received. 


Sin JAMES ELPHINsTONE proceeded, by the last mail to 
Ceylon, and Judge SmaLz to Hong Kong by the Bombay 
mail of the 17th inst. 
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TELEGRAPH SCHEMES FOR INDIA AND CHINA. 

The Great Eastern is to leave on the 23rd inst. with about 
2,000 miles of cable for the section between Aden and Bom- 
bay, to be laid in one line. The cable is manufactured by the 
Telegraph Construction Company, of which Captain Sherard 
Osborn is the managing director. The steamers //ibernia 
and Chiltern, with the Suez-Aden section will also leave with 
about 1,500 miles of cable in about a month. The Chiltern 
is to remain out to effect any repairs necessary. The same 
company will lay down, about next August, the cable from 
Falmouth to Gibraltar and Malta. We shall thus have an 
entire submarine from England to Bombay, and we may then 
hope to enjoy some regularity in telegraphic communication 
instead of the present wretched line through Turkey and the 
Persian Gulf, which seldom delivers a message in an intelli- 
gible shape, and is generally out of order in some section, 
causing a delay of a week to two weeks in the transmission, 
and for this miserable performance we have to pay £3 per 
message. The concessions and general interests of Mr. Read 
and Mr. Patterson have been merged with the “ Telegraph 
Construction Company.” The intention is not only to con- 
nect the Indian wires with Siam and the Straits, but to laya 
submarine from Galle to the Straits, and ultimately to China, 
Java, and Australia. The Galle and Straits cable will be laid 
before the end of the year 1870, and on to China in the 
following year. 

The companies now in existence for carrying out the new 
lines we describe ure the British India Submarine Company, 
the Anglo-Mediterranean Company (from Malta to Alexan- 
dria), and the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Company. 
For laying the cable from Galle to the Straits and China 
another company, with a distinct capital, will be formed 
and put on the market. Sir James Anderson is the managing 
director of the three companies now in existence. Between 
these companies and the Telegraph Construction Company 
there is also a combiued working arrangement. 

The scheme which has been already noticed by us to con- 
nect Saigon with the Indian system by Burmah, Cambodia, 
and Siam is likely to be carried out ina short time. The 
remainder of the line, about 1,000 miles, with apparatus, &c., 
has been shipped by the steamer “estoy for Singapore. When 
these sections are working the submarine from Saigon (or 
probably a nearer point) to Hong Kong will be undertaken 
and laid without delay. Up to this point the operations have 
been carried out by private resources under the manage- 
ment of Messrs. Augustine, Heard and Co., of Hong Kong, 
and ! Messrs. Fearon and Co., London. When the time 
arrives for laying the cable on to China the company will be 
placed on the market, and the necessary capital invited by 
shares in the usual way. 

In addition to the above projects, there is one to 
lay a submarine from Possiet Bay, in the locality of the 
Amoor River, to Nagasaki, thence to Shanghai and down the 
coast ports. The land lines of Russia are now being extended 
towards Possiet Bay, and will be completed probably before 
the winter sets in. There is another scheme in training 
under American auspices, which we noticed some months ago, 
styled the “ East India, Asiatic, and American Company,” 
which proposes to lay cables down the coast of China on to 
Singapore, and by the Facific to North America. The China 
Sabmarine, which proposes to carry a submariue from Ran- 
goon to the Straits, and thence to Hong Kong and Shanghai, 
is, we understand, well supported, and may be brought out 
at apy moment. It will be perceived by our readers that 
some of these schemes are rival ones, and it is quite uncer- 
tain which will get the lead, but it seems pretty certain that 
amongst them we shall have telegraphic communication with 
China. The company formed to lay the light Varley cable 
from Galle to the Straits is not abandoned, although the 
capital is not all raised. 


THe Messageries Imperiales will despatch the Godavery 
for Alexandria, which will take passengers for the ceremony of 
the opening of the Suez Canal, and afterwards proceed on to 
Calcutta. The extra service for India, China, and Japan will 
not commence before July, and the new vessels necessary to 
maintain it will pass through the Canal. 


WE understand that Admiral Sir Hinry Keppet, Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the China and Japan station, is expected 
home by the next Pacific mail, va San Francisco and New 
York,

CHINESE LABOUR FOR THE UNITED STATES. 

An article in The Times of the 11th on this subject indi- 
cates that the United States will be speedily flooded with 
Chinese emigrants ; but from our information on the subject 
the statements are somewhat in advance of the actual posi- 
tion of the case. That the planters of the Southern States 
are anxious to procure Chinese labour, and that even the 
Northerners desire them for domestic purposes in preference 
to the Irish, whom they find become iu a short time into- 
lerably lazy and impudent, is not to be surprised at ; but the 
other side of the question requires to be understood. For 
many years the Chivese have been cajoled into agreements 
for working in the plantations of Cuba, and we know the 
result; they have been cruelly treated, and their agreements 
flagrantly broken. The accounts of their sufferings have 
been told in China, and it is now most difficult to induce the 
Chinese to enter into any agreement for emigrating. The last 
mail from the States brings accounts of an attack by a party of 
Americans on Chinese who were building arailway in the State 
of Nevada. The present. traffic to San Francisco has altogether 
different features ; it began with the discovery of gold in Ca- 
lifornia, and large numbers of them went over in hands from 
the different southern provinces of China, assisted by a few 
of the elders or moneyed men of their district, under a 
promise to return them the sums so advanced with 
geod interest. But the emigration was a perfectly free 
one. A few of their number had the sagacity to set up 
stores, and import such articles of food and clothing con- 
genial to the Chinese at the gold mines, Thus gradually a 
trade sprung up, which bas increased with the running of 
the Pacific Mail Co.’s monthly steamers ; but that the company 
intend to ran a weekly service we know is not the case at 
present. When the passengers offering at Hong Kong par- 
take of the nature of an emigration to all parts of the United 
States, the company may find it desirable to put on an extra 
steamer vuccasioually during the summer months, but, as we 
have before said, the business is not yet so far advanced 
With the winter now settivg in no progress will be made 
until next spring, for the Chinumen will be cute enough not 
to cross the Rocky Mountains in winter. Indeed, it would 
be very injudicious to induce them to do so, for the accounts 
of suffering from cold would increase the difficulty of pro- 
curing emigrants. It must also be borne in mind that 
Chinese passengers alone, even at the present rate of $35 
nett, including provisions, &c., will not pay the run. It is 
with freight, and the subsidy from Government of $500,000 
per annum, that the Pacific Mail Company make the present 
service pay. It is stated that the company have applied for 
an increase in their postal subsidy, but there is little chance 
of the United States Government granting it. The following 
is the extract from The Times :— 

Notwithstanding the opposition raised by a powerful party in Cali~ 
fornia to the introduction of Chinese labourers, there now seems to be 
little room for doubt that a large and continuous influx will set in, not 
only to that and the adjoining States, but also to the cotton-growing 
sections of the Union, and that in this respect the world is likely to 
see during the next ten or twenty years some of the most important 
changes ever witnessed from the distribution of races. It is understood 
that the Pacific Mail Company of New York intend to put on weekly 
steamers te China to import labour at a low price, rendering it en- 
tirely feasible for Southern planters to procure hands directly from 
China via the Pacific Railroad, which will co-operate with the 
company in the project, the company will also, it is understood, 
petition Congress for subsidies for a weekly instead of a 
monthly mail, but it is asserted that, irrespective of Government 
support, there is little doubt that the passenger and freight business 
between San Francisco and Japan and China will soon be fully suffi- 
cient to sustain a weckly line across the Pacific, and that a large part 
of the money earned will come from the importation of Chinamen, 
From all parts of the South reports are almost daily received at New 
York of committees organising and subscriptions pouring in to pro- 
cure Chinese labour. Even in New York astrong disposition is mani- 
fested in favour of a supply, and the Journal of Commerce says :—~ 
“ We believe that in this city, to-day, ten thousand freshly imported 
Chinese would have no difficulty in finding kitchen work, chamber 
work,'and other household service to perform, so high expectations have 
been formed of their intelligence and versatility from the authentic 
statements which have appeared in this and other papers.” Among 
the most recent steps in connection with this movement has been the 
departure of a New Orleans merchant for China, via New York and the 
overland route to San Francisco, who goes out as the representative of 
a number of New Orleans commercial houses to establish an agency at 
Hong Kong, Peking, or some other advantageous point. He will be 
accompanied by a Chinaman of experience in the business, and will 
visit the various agricultural districts of China, to find which will 
farnish the best and cheapest labour for the cotton and sugar fields of 
Louisiana. His first importation, to meet the expenses of which he 
and his correspondents are stated to be fully prepared, will be from 
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800 to 500 hands. Other Southern agents are already in China, and 
‘it will not be many monthg, with the present and soon-to-be-increased 
facilities for importing Chinamen, before the tide of immigration will 
fairly set in to the Suuth, and also, in some measure, to the Atlantic 
cities.” 

The correspondent at New York has the following on the 
same subject. Mr. Koopmanschaap, formerly of Hong Kong 
and San Francisco, has had considerable experience with 
Chinese emigration, but we think he is “ counting his 
chickens before they are hatched :"— 

The coolie labour question is approaching a solution in the South. 
Koopmanschaap, the coolic contractor, has again come East, and 
after spending some days in New York and Washington, has 

me South to make his contracts for the importation of Chinese 

bourers. To an inquiry from a planter, he writes that it is 
the intention of his house to furnish Chinese labour wherever there is 
a demand for it, provided no objection is offered by law. They pro- 
pose to import labourers direct trom China to work under five-year 
contracts for €8 to $12 a-month and their board. The expense of 
bringing them over to this country, taxes, advances, and commissions 
will aggregate about $200 a-head, and is to be paid by the persons 
ordering them if the Jabourer faithfully fulfils his contract to its 
close; but if,'after one or two years’ labour, he should desire to throw 
up his engagement, the sum of %100 is to be deducted from his wages 
earned asa penalty for such default. Security for the prompt pay- 
ment of expenses is to be deposited by the planter ordering coolies be- 
fore anything will be done. During his visit to Washington, Koop- 
manschaap had an interview with the Secretary of the Treasury, when 
the Secretary stated that the Government had no intention of inter- 
fering with the scheme of Chinese immigration unless the laws were 
violated. Koopmanschaap states that he proposes to bring over none 
bat voluntary immigrants, who came with the full knowledge and 
consent of the Chinese authorities. In this way violations of the laws 
will be avoided. The coolie labour project is evidently growing into 
more favour in America; opposition to it sensibly diminishes; and 
the probabilities are that next year will see a good many Chinamen at 
work in the cotton fields. Koopmanschaap in his journeyings through 
the south and his solicitations of contracts exhibits certificates show- 
ing that he has supplied the Pacific and other railways with 30,000 
Chinese labourers, and that they have given ample satisfaction to their 
employers. He also states that he has already made contracts to bring 
over 10,000 Chinamen to work on Southern plantations and railroads, 





AMERICAN AND ENGLISH POLICY IN CHINA. 
(SATURDAY REVIEW.) 


The recall of Mr. Ross Browne, lately Minister of the United States 
at Peking. was a natural result of his open disupproval of the policy of 
his Government. It may be hoped that Sir Rutherford Alcock, who 
probably holds the same opinions with his late American colleague, 
will be lees candid in his censure of Lord Clarendon s declarations and 
instructions. The success of Mr. Burlingame’s mission, both at 
Washington and in London, happens to be utterly distasteful both to 
American and to English residents in China. The temporary 
popularity of Mr. Burlingame, when he appeared in his own country 
as a Chinese plenipotentiary, was perfectly natural. Politicians and 
journalists, with their ordinary instinct, discovered that the choice of 
an American citizen to represent the Imperial Court was at the same 
time a proof of confidence in the United States. and a slight to Eng- 
land ; and there was some colour for the assumption that a protest 
against Western pressure was principally addressed to the Power 
which has opened China to intercourse with the civilised world. English 
statesmen, whatever may-be their errors of judgment, are never in- 
fluenced by prejudice against America. Lord Clarendon perhaps remem- 
bered that Lord Elgin had formerly advised the Chinese Government to 
send a migsion to Europe ; and although a Christian envoy had neither 
the need of learning nor the opportunity for teaching his employers 
which would have belonged to a native ambassador, Mr. Burlingame was 
welcomed in England, and his proposals of non-interference were in 
general terms approved. The sincerity of the English Government 
was proved by the stern reproofs which have been inflicted on naval 
and consular officers who have from time to time undertaken to redress 
the wrongs of their countrymen. Lord Clarendon has steadily insisted 
on the rule that the redress of grievances is to be sought from the 
Government of Peking through the Ambassador alone. If the strict 
doctrines of international law are applicable to China, there can be no 
doubt that the English and American Governments ought to concede 
the per‘ect equality which is demanded by Mr. Burlingame; yet it 
Must be unsatisfactory to observe that enthusiasm for Chinese rights 
varies inversely with knowledge of the country and of the relations 
between natives and Foreigners. Merchants, admirals, consuls, and 
ambassadors all seem inclined to disbelieve in the beautiful sentiments 
which are exchanged between distant diplomatists. 

Although the Chinese Government would probably not hesitate at 
ita convenience to disavow a Foreizner who had been accredited as its 
ambassador, Mr. Burlingame’s instructions represent with sufficient 
fidelity the traditional policy of isolation and exclusion. If the Treaty 
Powers will but renounce tbe right of remonstrance and of contingent 
interference, the Emperor and his advisers bave no difficulty in pledg- 
ing themselves to the prosecution of internal reforms. The Central 
Government will gladly accept a nominal responsibility for the acts of 
subordinate officers who might, in accordance with former custom, be 
made directly liable to consuls and to commanders of gunboats. It 
may be collected from the Foreign Office correspondence that the 
English ambassador at Peking entertains but little confidence in the 
efficacy of his own representations, and it is still more certain that the 
foreign merchants regard the fine phra-es of Chinese dignitaries 
and envoys ag a mass of worthless fiction. Their opinions 
haye Jately found an irregular expression in the form of an ad- 
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dress to Mr. Ross Browne on the occasion of his recall, and it 
is not a little remarkable that the American merchants in 
China entirely agree with the Englishmen who are supposed to 
be their rivals. To the journalists of New York, of Washing- 
ton, or of Boston. it is simply unintelligible that any American 
should, under any circumstances, fail to express ill will and jealousy 
to England ; but for many years the foreign traders in China, and 
more especially those who speak a common language, have found that 
a perfect identity of interest tends to produce hirmouy in sentiment 
and in action. Shanghai ia, in spite of the eminent domain which Mr. 
Burlingame claims for the Chinese Government, really an independent 
republic, administered by the mixed community of merchants. If a 
Chinese officer were to attempt an ejectment of the foreign residenta, 
or to interfere too vigorously in their affuirs, he would soon be con- 
vinced that the eminent domain of his Government exists wholly on 
parchment. Every American or English gunboat which is employed 
to prevent or redress an outrage adds to the security of the whole body 
of residenis, and, with a scepticism not shared by their respective 
Governments, all the merchants of every nation unanimously disbe- 
lieve in the professions of intended progress and civilisation which are 
fluently uttered by Chinese functionaries. 


In an elaborate reply to the address either of his own countrymen 
or of the English residents, Mr. Ross Browne declares that “ refer- 
ence of all important questions back to the Home Government before 
a single gunboat can be used, and where telegraphic communication 
is rigidly prohibited, ia simply to nullify and bring into contempt all 
diplomatic power in China.” It is not understood that the English 
Government has imposed any equally peremptory limit on the dis- 
cretion of the Ambassador at Peking. The censures which have been 
addressed to Consular agents are for the most part founded on their 
anticipation of the decision of the Ambassador; but Lord Cla- 
rendon has intimated plainly enough his disapproval of a re- 
sort to force, except in the case of extreme necessity. It may be 
confidently assumed that Mr. Ross Browne's successor will, either 
immediately or after a time, adopt the views which he will find 
universally prevalent among his countrymen in China; nor is it im- 
probable that Mr. Burlingame, when his mission is once terminated, 
will recur to the policy in which he formerly concurred with Sir Fred- 
erick Bruce. As the English trade with China. exclusive of the traffic 
in opium, is tenfold that of the United States, the result of the experi- 
ment which has been Jately tried by the present Government will be 
still more important. The exploits of the Consuls and of navy lieu- 
tenants, as recorded in various Blne-books, are not a little startling. 
The capture of towns, the sinking of junks, the hnmiliations imposed 
on offending mandaring, seldom admit of a full justification, and in 
many instances official reproofs have been well deserved. One 
naval officer not long since burnt a considerable town, and put 
many of the inhabitants to death, because some idie vagabonds 
had fired upon one of his boats. In such a case there could 
have been little inconvenience in applying through the Am- 
baasador for satisfactioc ; and Sir Rutherford Alcock was after- 
wards forced to submit to the mortification of a complaint, on the 
part of the Emp¢cor's brother, to which he could give no sufficient 
answer. Mr. ltoss Browne objects to this, or to some similar act of 
violence, for the singular reason that “so good an opportunity was lost 
of demonstrating beyond question the utter ineufficiency of the policy 
deciared both by the Government of the United States and by that of 
Great Britain. The danger to the foreign community was not immi- 
nent, and the action of the consular and naval officers prevented what 
all experience had shown to be inevitable, failure to obtain redress b: 
diplomatic means unsustained by force.” It is interesting to waleh 
the dissolution of cosmopolitan philanthropy as it crosses the Pacific 
or the Indiau Ocean. The English Government reproves its agents 
for not trusting to the good faith of Peking; and the American Mi- 
nister on the spot thinks they were censurable becansc they missed an 
oceasion of exposing the absurdity of any similar credulity. 

Eventually there will probably be a compromise between the phi- 
lanthropic doctrines which prevail at home and the vigorous measures 
which are habitually demanded or practised by English residenta in 
China. The enterprise of adventurers in half-civilixed countries often 
inclines to lawlessness, which Governments at home, with greater im- 
partiality and less local knowledve, attempt, with more or less success, 
to restrain. The civil and ecclesiastical authorities of Spain in the six- 
teenth century were incessantly occupied with attempts to protect the 
American Indians and the Negro slaves from the oppression practised 
by the colonists. In the aggressive days of the East India Company 
public feeling in England was on the side of the native princes who 
were successively reduced to subjection by English governors and 
generals. There is no such claim to sympathy on the part of the 
Chinese, who are but incidentally exposed to oppression; but, in the 
quarrels which occur from time to time, popular prejudice is aroused 
by proceedings which in a civilised State would be outrageous 
violations of law. It is not enough to lay down rules for the govern- 
ment of outlying communities which are exclusively concerned with 
the pursuit of their own interests or with provision for their own 
security. The Engli-h merchants will pay a certain deference to the 
opinion of their countrymen and to the regulations of their Govern- 
ment; but they will neither abandon their trade, nor submit to 
oppression on the part of the Chinese. It is impossible that their 
Government should refuse to give them reasonable protection. The 
adventurous spirits who display their energy in distant fields of euter- 
prise are not the worst specimens of the English race. The Government 
could not, if it would, keep them at home, and it must follow them 
with ite care, even at the cost of occasional inconvenience. 


SEVERAL inquiries have been made of us as to the forma- 
tion of the “China Association,” as proposed in Shanghai. 
We find that no steps have yet been taken by any of the 
China firms in London with a view to its establishment. 
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NEW YORK TO SAN FRANCISCO AND JAPAN. 

From the description given by several trave'lers across the 
American Continent by rail, it appears that the fatigue of a seven 
days’ ride is by no means so severe as might be supposed. As any 
information on this route is serviceable to our readers, we append 
the notes of a traveller just returned from China, which may be 
relied on. The Pacific steamers, which now consist of the Great 
Republic, China, Japan, and America, are all highly spoken of for 
general comfort. ‘lhe Japan inland sea line to Shanghai is to be 
strengthened by the Golden Age and Ariel, to leave New York 
this month. 

The agents of the Pacific Mail Company have undergone some 
change. We are pleased to sce our old friend Capt. Lane placed 
at Yokohama at the head of them. A more competent and 
obliging man could not be found. Mr. Harris has been transferred 
from Acapulco to Hong Kong, and Mr. Bowman from the latter 

lace to Shanghai. At Nagasaki Mr. Gibbons has been transferred 
Real Yokohama. Mr. Irwin, from the New York office, has been 
appointed at San Francisco as sub-agent to Capt. Eldridge. In 
London the agents are Messrs. Starr and Co., Moorgate-street. 

The fare across the Continent from San Francisco to New York is 
$112 gold. You proceed by steamer to Sucramento, distant 120 miles 
from San Francisco, starting at 4 P.M., and arriving at 2 A.M. next morn- 
ing (the steamer fare is included in the $112). I had two trunks and a 
portmanteau, and paid nothing additional. ‘The Depot (station) of the 
Central Pacific Railroad lies cluse to the steamer landing. The train starts 
at 6 a.m., and takes you over some charming mountain country (Sierra 
Nevada) to Promontory, the end of the line. Later in the day there is a 
second-class train. It took us from 6 a.m. of the 21st to 10 p.at. of the 
22nd Aug. to reach Promontory. Sleeping curs are provided on this 
line, but you must book them at San Francisco. The charge for their 
use is about $1.50 a day. 

At 1 a.m. of the 23rd we were on the Union Pacific Railroad. The 
“ Depots” for the two lines are side by side. A run of four hours brings 
you to Uintah, where you have to get out if you wish to visit Salt Lake 
City. Stage coaches await the train and take you to the Mormon City, a 
journey of six hours, for from $2 to $3. Uintah is not marked on the map, 
but it is close to Oyden, whence they are laying a rail-track to Salt Lake 
City. If you do not stop at Uintah, fifty-six more hours will land you 
at Omaha, the end of the Union Puacilic line. Sleeping cars are provided 
on this line also, Throughout the journey you have sufficient time given 
to eat three meals a day, the train stopping twenty minutes each tima for 
such purpose. 
to get fair rest during the night in the sleeping burks, you suffer but very 
slightly from fatigue. The bridge from Omaha to Council Bluffs across 








the Missouri River is not yet built, so you cross in coaches taken over on | 
From Council Bluffs you have a choice of routes to | 


the sieam-ferry. 
New York, and can ride right through without further change ; but it is of 
course necessary to make this choice when you take your through ticket 
at San Francisco. The total distance from San Francisco to New York 
(over 3,010 miles) is done in seven days. 

From Shanghai to San Francisco, touching at Nagasaki, Hiogo, and 
Yokohama, takes twenty-six days, and from New York to Liverpool ten 
days. The fare to San Francisco is $300, and from New York to Liver- 
pool $100 geld. Total from Shanghai to Liverpool $512. For summer 
transit no route could be pleasanter, but in winter it will be severe work 
crossing the Nevada and Rocky Mountains. 

In California and along the Central Pucitic Railway gold and silver are 
required for use, but onwards ‘‘ greenbacks” are the currency. We got 
good exchange in San Francisco for Mexican dollars. 

The first-class hotels in San Francisco, such as the “ Lick House,” ‘* Occi- 
dental,” * Cosmopolitan,” &c., charge $3 a-day, and give you excellent 
fare. The climate is cvol and delightful. Labour and coach hire are at 


enormous rates. 








MISSIONARIES IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) . 


Onur news from San Francisco, embraced the main points of an in- 
teresting budget of news from Asia, narrating, as it did, reports of the 
leading cvents transpiring in China and Japan to the 19th and 29th of 
August respectively. Financial distracting and class jealousies kept 
Japan still convulsed. The industrial and political situations experi- 
enced little or no change in either country. but from both we have 
intelligence of the existence of troubles with the Christian Church 
Wissionarics, of the murder of Catholic and other missionaries, the 
hunting up of missing or strayed or lost missionaries, ag well as of the 
prevalent existence of a still more intenee spirit of native fanaticism 
at different points of the vast territory. It is the old story —Confucius 
against the Bible and the ancient religions of Sin-Siu and Buddhism, 
with pricsts descended from the sun, against the apostles of Exeter 
Hall and the American Board of Foreign Miesione, interesting and 
venturesume ladies, Brahmapootra explorers, writers for the maga- 
zines, and dabblera in the sale‘of naval stores. Confucius, it must be 
remembered, lays down some very excellent rules for the guidance of 
man during his journey through this terrestrial vale of tears, and his 
writings have been and are received as a ‘‘standard authority ” by the 
Chinese, and. to a great extent, by the Japanese, and on all matters 
concernine both the here and hereafter of man from a period which had 
become hvary in its antiquity before the advert of the Christian dis- 
pensation. The educated Asiatics are most acute logicians and exceed - 
ingly subtle in their mode of reasoning on the epiritualitics, facts of 
which Francis Xavier, with othera of the ablest propagandists of Rome. 
became convinced at a very early date. One of the very firat demands 
which the natives make of a foreign missionary ia to prove to them the 
ingpiration ‘of the Bible from on high, and having listened, as they 
will, with great attention in such instance to his repl), they for the 
most part agsure him, in other words, to the effeot that hia is a very 
nice theory, but not nearly so old or perfect in its connecting parts or 
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Yon can stand and walk about in the cars, and being able | 








unities as is that of Confucius ; that the svstem of Confucius suits them 
very well, and that they are convinced the Foreigners have no regular 
commission to teach or preach, not knowing half as much as they do 
themselves. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that we hear by telegraph of missionary 
troubles in China and Japan, and have been, and still are, compelled 
to print the doleful accounts given by our returned missionaries from 
thexe countries during anniversary week in each succeeding year since 
we commenced, being the firat newspaper to do so, to spread the home 
anniversaries’ proceedings broadcast before the world in our columns. 
Having learned a good deal about missionary “labour” in the East 
by our enterprise in this direction, we beg to day to say to the mig- 
sionaries to leave China and Japan alone for a time, and permit the 
people of both countries to experience the good effects of the grand 
civilising agencies of the hour—of steam and the telegraph, the elec- 
tric wire and the railroad, of the steam plough, the river steamer, and 
the rest. Let the Churchmen wait and see what the use of the “* modern 
improvements” will accomplish. The missionaries and the Bible may 
follow, and will then, we doubt not, accomplish a great work in Asia. 
It will be a day of ‘‘ peace and harmony and bliss” when the leading 
newspapers will be telegraphing to New York the proceedings of the 
first Church anniversary meetings, attended alike by Europeans, Ame- 
ricans, and Asiatics, which will be held in Peking and Yedo. If the 
missionaries will only keep quiet this ‘‘ day of jubilee is at band.” 





THE OLD ROMAN CATHOLIC CEMETERY AT 
PEKING. 
BY REV. J. EDKINS, PEKING. 

Among the many spots worthy of a visit in Peking are the three 
Catholic cemeteries, all outside of the west wall. These are the Por. 
tuguese cemetery. as it is often called, ontside of the Pjing-tse men ; 
the French cemetery, four miles further to the North-west ; and another 
for native priests and converts outside of the Si-pien-men. Of the 
three, the most interesting is the first ; for thonghin the French ceme- 
tery are buried Amyot, Gaubil, and many well-known French mission- 
aries of the last century, they are not equal in fame to Ricci, Schaal, 
and Verbiest, who at an earlier date laid the foundations of Roman 
Catholic prosperity in China, 

In summer the entrance court is made attractive by the vines trailed 
over poles in the native manner, so as to form a broad spreading shade. 
Passing through these, the cemetery itself comes into view. At the 
south end there is a mausoleum on the right hand to Ignatius Loyola, 
and on the left to Saint Joseph, the patron of China. These are very 
imposing structures, with Latin inscriptions. The path conducts the 
visitor between them, through long rows of tombs regularly arranged 
in four rows from north to south, to the end of the cemetery, where 
there is a marble raised terrace. On the east is the tomb of Ricci, and 
on the west that of Schaal. It was the Emperor Wan-li, who, in 1610, 
gave this land for the burial of Matteo Ricci, who died in that year, 
after thirty-two years’ residence in China. Before that time it had been 
the custom to transport the bodies of deccaced missionaries from the 
provinces to Canton. The companion of Ricci, Pantoya, petitioned 
the Emperor to grant a burial ground for the deceased, and the bestow- 
ment of a Buddhist temple for this purpose was the result. 

The tomb of Ricci is at the head of two rows of tombs on the east 
side. Among those near him are Rho. Lombard, and Verbiest. After 
Ricci’s death the opinions he had advocated on the worship of ances- 
tors and of Confucius were strongly opposed by Lombard, who, after 
much study and inquiry, came to the conclusion that all the Chinese 
worship, whether of heaven, of ancestors, or of Confucius, ought to be 
forbidden to converts. The permission to retain these ritcs had been 
accorded to them by Ricci and his companions during the first three 
decades of the missions, and there had been a flow of prosperity. The 
number of neophytes of high and low rank had become very consider- 
able, and doubtless this liberality of opinion which characterised the 
early Jesuits had powerfully aided in facititating conversion. The sym- 
bola of Buddhist idolatory are found here, before the tombs of Ricci 
and others, and on the terrace. The incense urns, candlesticks and 
flower jars, cut in marble, and arranged in the order followed in all 
Buddhist temples, show how great a willingness there was at the time 
of the death of Ricci to avoid opposition to idolatrous customs. This 
was a consistent development of the practice in rezard to the use of 
images of the Latin Church at home. Lombard, the successor of Riect 
as supcrior of the miesions, introduced a new set of opinions, which, 
after many years of bitter controversy, were confirmed by the Pope, 
and made binding throughout China. But these Buddhist evmbols 
have never been removed, and no priest has ever ventured to deny 
that the old missionaries should be worshipped with incense and prayers. 
The prohibition from the Vatican only extended to the honouring of 
ancestors and the sages in this way. The laxity of the first Jesuita, 
though recommended by worldly prudence, was resolutely checked, 
and Roman Christianity undertook to extend her reign in China ina 
way as nearly as possible like that she has pursued in Europe. Asa 
consequence, since that time she has made few distinguished converts 
from among the literati. Sii Kwang-chi and others were not followed 
hy men ro celebrated ; neophytes of brilliant minds from the scholars’ 
class ceased to join the Catholic community. It was in after years 
made a criminal charge against Christianity that it interfered with 
hononr to parents. The Emperor Tung-cheng spoke in this way to the 
missionaries, and it was made a ground for persecution. The system 
of opposition to Confucianism, and the rejection of the old classical 
term for God which had been greatly favoured by the early Jesuita, 
have had much to do in modifying the subsequent history of the 
missions. The converts have bec»me more and more foreign in their 
views, and in these times have come to look for protection and for 
every privileze very much to foreign aid. 

The following account of the funeral of Verbicst illustrates the 
manner in which the obsequies of the missionaries are conducted. It 
took place March 11, 1688 :—“ The Mandarins sent by the Emperor to 
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hononr the illustrious deceased arrived at 7 a.M., and at that hour we 
proceeded to the apartment where the body lay in its coffin. The 
Chinese coffins are large, and of wood three or four inches thick, var- 
nished and gilt on the outside, but closed with extraordinary care to 
prevent air from entering. The coffin was taken to the street, and 
plzced on a bier within a sort of richly covered dome, supported by 
four columns. The columns were wrapped in white silk, that being 
the Chinese mourning colour. Festoons of many-coloured silk hung 
from one column to the other, with a very pretty effect. The bier was 
attached to two poles, a foot thick and long in proportion, and was 
borne by six or eight men. The Father Superior and the other Je- 
suits present knelt before the coffin in the street. We made three 
profound inclinations down to the ground, while the Christians present 
were bathed in tears. 

“<In front was a tableau twenty-five feet high and four wide, orpa- 
mented with festoons of silk. At the bottom was a red piece of 
taffety, inscribed with the name of the missionary, Nan hwai jen, and 
his dignities, in gold characters, Before and behind were bands of 
Musicians and of standard-bearers. Then came the cross, in a large 
niche, ornamented with columns and various silk ornaments. Several 
Christians followed, some with flags and others with wax tapers in 
their hands. 

“Then came an image of the Virgin Mary and the child Jesus 
holding a globe in hia hand. A picture of the guardian angel followed, 
with more flags and tapers, and then a portrait of the Father Verbiest, 
habited as an official, with all the honoura conferred on him by the 
Emperor. 

“We followed immediately after in white mourning, according to 
the custom of the country; and at intervals we expressed our deep 
grief by loud weeping, in the manner of the people. 

“‘The body came next, accompanied by the officers named by the 
Emperor to do honour to the memory of this cclebrated missionary. 
They were on horseback. Among them were the Emperor's son-in- 
law and chief captain of the guards. The procession was closed by a 
party of fifty horsemen,” é 

The graves are made seven feet long and five fee: wide, with a depth 
of six feet. They are paved, and built up with brick all round, and 
the coffin is placed in the centre upon two low walls of bricks a foot 
high. The graves are covered with a brick construction in vault shape 
and surmounted bya cross. The tombs have conscquently a semi- 
cylindrical appearance—the ends of the cylinder facing south and 
north. A few feet in front of the tombs are pliced upright marble 
slabs, inscribed with the name, date of arrival in China, date of de- 
cease, and age of the missionary. 

The evidence to be gathered from the tombs in regard to the lon- 
gevity of the miasionaries is favourable, and shows the climate of Pe- 
king to be well suited to European constitutions. A few have lived 
forty years in China, a considerable number twenty-five, and a very 
large proportion sixteen. From a cursory view of these monuments, 
it may be concluded that a missionary may hope to live twenty-five 
years in this country. ; ; 

The chapel has disappeared, but there is an old arbour for medita- 
tion at the north end of the cemetery. Schaal’s tomb is on the west 
side. He was in disgrace when he died, but the Emperor Kang-hi, 
becoming aware that he had been a faithful servant of his dynasty, 
caused a handsome monument to be erected over his remains on the 
west side of the cemetery, where he heads a double row of tombs, as 
does Ricci on the east. 


THE CONFLICT OF OPINION ON OUR CHINA 
POLICY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1z,—I have read your valuable paper for several months, and feel a 
deep interest in the condition of things now current inChina. I am 
sorry there should be anything like dissonance between the home and 
foreign views on the subject, but it would seem as if such were the case 
toa large degree. The foreign or European opinion in China is that 
the country should be universally opened and increased facilities given 
to our commerce and intercourse with it. The home sentiment is ex- 
pressed in a more cautious style, and tends apparently to lay restric- 
tions in the way and impede the onward progress of things. 

The first occasion of difficulty is the interpretation of the old treaty. 
Some construe it in a liberal manner, and espccially on the ground of 
the favoured nation clause insist on the right of missionaries in parti- 
cular to occupy the interior, and settle down wherever they please. 
This, as is well-known, is owing to the Frevch Treaty, which entitles 
the Catholic missionaries to do so. The late troubles in the country 
are intimately connected with this. One feels very keenly that it is 
possible, and deemed right in the opinion of not a few. that sucha 
construction should be made. Until very lately it was otherwise un- 
derstood, and action was taken accordingly. lad it been supposed 
by parties long resident in China that this view was adiniseible, 
many would have rejoiced at it, and pursued o course more 
corresponding with it. The fact is, however, that our forcign 
authorities in China have all along announced a totally different 
view, and simply empowered merchants and missionaries atike 
to reside at the Treaty Ports, and travel under passport to 
all parts of the Empire. This has been occasionally broken through, 
but it was not supposed to be in harmony with treaty stipulations. 
About two years ago a gentleman applied to the Conan! in Shanghai 
for a mandarin proclamation, warranting his establishing an English 
dispensary in‘ Soochow, that no trouble might ensue. The Consul 
signified his high approval of the object, yet stated it was too serious 
a thing for him to make application for to the Taoutai, and he would 
require three or four days to consider it. Just at that moment our late 
Chargé d’Affaires was passing, and the Consul requested his advice 
on the matter. His counsel was, that though he wished to see such 
institutions dotting the country everywhere, he could not sanction a 
proceeding of the kind intended. Were missionarics to be sustained 
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In their design of cetting to Soochow, merchants would make the same 
demand, and the Chinese Government would not consent to such a re- 
quest. This is only an instance of similar refusals on the part of our 
officials to allow missionaries to settle in the interior, and all the pleas 
that were adduced at the time bearing upon the French Treaty and 
the occupation of the country to some extent already by foreigners, 
would not be entertained. 

It was well that in the late troubles at Yangchow such pusillanimity 
was not shown, and that the present consul showed that he was 
of a different mind as it regarded the English treaty. Still, the thing 
is now referred to as bearing upon the altered circumstances in which 
Foreigners were placed under a different official, There seemed to be 
not long ago another interpretation altogether of the old treaty, and 
those who were compelled to act according to it are not to be blamed 
now for asserting that it was not intended by it to warrant our set- 
tling in the interior. There was always siated in relation to the 
favoured nation clause that the British Government would no more 
sustain it in application to the Catholic right of living in the country 
than it would in the matter of priestly equality with the mandarins of 
the country. 

But what is to be done now? Our opinion is that the merchants 
and others should not cease to agitate, agitate, agitate, until every 
reasonable claim is granted at the hands of the Chinese authorities. 
Their opposition to all progress and change is not to be wondered at 
in present circumstances, and from the very constitution of things. 
We should be more surprised at their ready concession of our demands 
than we are at their refusal of them. If we cannot get what we 
reasonably want. in the meanwhile let the matter be an open question, 
ever liable to be brought up by the proper parties. At home and 
abroad let this agitation of Chinese pointa be devotedly pursued, and 
we would urge one duty requiring to be no less performed in China 
than it was necessary in critical times umong ourselves. The 
Chinese need enlightenment, and they are perhaps not more 
prejudiced against it than were thousands in England in re- 
ference to the slavery question, the Reform Bill, the Corn Laws, 
and the [rish Church. Ought not merchants interested in the 
opening of China and in the formation of railways, the laying of 
telegraphs, and snch like things, endeavour to diffuse information 
about them? Allow it that the literary and ruling classes are opposed 
to these innovations, the very introduction of which would mightily 
dispel their narrow-minded and stereotyped ideas, yet, with a view to 
effect these innovations, might not our mercantile community do much 
by the dissemination of good, readable literature on the subject 
among the masses of Chinese! We doubt not that Foreigners might 
be got capable of doing excellent service of this kind, and the 
useful Chinese newspaper now in operation might be then more 
extensively read than it now is, 

We only hope that neither our political representatives will recede 
from the demands they have made nor our merchants will cease to 
prosecute every well considered aim they have in view. If the old 
treaty will not do, or is of doubtfal application, let the revision of it be 
expressed in the clearest terms, and all due provision make for the 
introduction of Western science in its most appropriate and needfal 
forms.—I am, my dear Sir, yours traly, Wittiam MureHEAD.

TI allude to the statement that, ‘‘ during his residence 
in China, he has bid much experience among the Chinese, and tra- 
velled the Empire extensively.” Now, Mr. Kiernan—I beg his pardon, 
Brigadier-General Kiernan—was for about twelve months U.S. Consul 
at Chinkiang, during the whole of which period I was a resident at 
that port, and I can state, without fear of refutation, that hia ev- 
tensive travels'were limited to constant jaunts to Shanghai in the 
S.S.N. Company's steamers, and an occasional trip to Yanzchow and 
Nanking, respectively fifteen and fifty miles distant from Cuinkiang ! 
Being entirely unacquainted with the Chinese language, the General 
was naturally eminently qualified to gain information from the na- 
tives. —Your obedient servant, Cua.

Again we fear we must record another bad year for tea and 
silk. How many more capitalists can stand is a question fraught 
with great importance to those engaged in the trade. The late 
public sales of tea show & fall in new season’s of four-pence. The 
current market prices are now leaving losses on most chops, and 
with the heavy arrivals no improvement can be expected. The 
prices paid this year in China, although more moderate, were too 
much on the speculative. The principal mischief, however, has 
been caused by the indiscriminate manner in which the teas have 
been forced off at public sales here. The anxiety to press sales on 
the part of importers has amounted almost to a panic; every one 
wished their teas to be in. Had the large importers acted a little 
in concert, and allowed the trade to be supplied sparingly with 
the lots put on the sale by comparatively small holders, the mar- 
ket would not have given way so fearfully ; it has been fairly 


«“ smashed ” by the weight of teas pushed forward in advance of 


the proper sale days. There is now but little chance of the mar- 
ket recovering itself for at least a month, when we shall know 
more of the probable yield of the season. According to advices, 
the crop at Foochow will certainly be short. The most important 
question at present is, “ Who shall hold the stock?” The dealers 
seem determined not to hold, and the importers also struggle 
against it. So long as the buyers in China ship off such enor- 
mous supplies in the first month of the season no improvement 
can be expected. In all other staple productions the purchases 
are regulated by the demand, clearances, and stock, and why 
should tea be an exception? The article will not deteriorate by 
keeping in China more or even s0 much as in the warehouses in 
England. If the orders from this side are sufficient in the aggre- 
gate to cover all the first crop teas as they arrive, the buyers at 
Foochow and Hankow are not to blame in that respect ; the fault 
is on this side ; but they are certainly to blame for their valuations 
and discrimination in giving the price of the fine and finest, say 
Qs, to 2s. 2d., for what turns out on arrival to be only medium, 
worth about 1s. 6d. to 1s.8d. But even these errors—which will 
always take place—would be counteracted to a great extent if the 
early shipments were on a scale of about one-half the present 
quantity. The large collection of ships which now congregate 
for the opening of the season must be stopped, and the Chinese 
interested must have such lessons as will necessitate them to 
bring forward a better article, instead of the trash brought down 
this season, and for which the chasee should have had the power 
of rejecting as altogether unfit to buy as first crop tea. We know 
that some who had this power used it, but they were borne down 
by the weight of the majority. 

We notice the intended despatch by the Messageries Com- 
pany of the steamer Godavery for the ceremony of the Suez 
Canal, and that she is to pass through the Canal to Cal- 
cutta. This is taken to be an earnest of the opinion of the di- 
rectors that the Canal will be in working order. It may be pos- 
sible to get a vessel through like the Godavery, which is under 
1,000 tons, but we still doubt its being ready for general traffic, 
with a depth of 26 feet, for several months. The London agent, 
Mr. Lange, writes that the directors have not modified their an- 
nouncement. We know, however, that they will not guarantee 
shipowners that their vessels will be carried through after the 
formal opening. 

We have received from the Yokohama and Hiogo,Chambers of 
Commerce a copy of their reports for the half year. From the 


Yokohama report we find that during the period mentioned 59 | 
American vessels entered Yokohama, and the same number | 
cleared, while 154 English vessels entered and 132 cleared. North | 
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Germany ranks next to England, showing 43 vessels entered and 
44 cleared in the six months. The amount of tea shipped to 
England during the period specified was 489,387 pounds, while 
the United States, including San Francisco, which is separately 
mentioned in the report, took 10,183,252. 

From the Hiogo Chamber of Commerce report we perceive that 
during the year ended 30th June last, 362 vessels entered the 
harbour—205 British, and 120 American ; and 329 vessels cleared 
—186 British, and 111 American. The value of the imports for 
the period named was $4,439,879, and of the exports, $1,945,205 ; 
the quantity of tea exported was 2,867,600 lbs. ; of silk, 1,504 
bales ; and of silkworms’ eggs, 28,517 cards. The imports for the 
six months ended 30th June amounted in value to $2,032,395, and 
the exports to $551,820, the tes exported being 782,133 lbs., and 
the silk 397 bales. 

We are glad to find that the Home Secretary has directed the 
release from custody of Mr. Shipman, who was committed by the 
Court of Bankruptcy to a year’s imprisonment in respect of certain 
speculations during his management of the Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank. Mr. Shipman had served only half his term of im- 
prisonment. There never was a clearer case of a man being made 
the scapegoat for other people’s delinquencies. 

The project which has been for some time in negotiation, and 
frequently noticed by us, of running a line of steamers from Java 
to Queensland and Sydney, is, we understand, to be undertaken 
by the British India Steam Company. 

The line from Holland to Java by the Suez Canal, which has 
been noticed by our Rotterdam Correspondent, is still in training. 

Mr. Joseph Freeling Wilkinson, late manager of the Joint- 
Stock Diecount Company (Limited), who was some time ago re- 
leased from custody, has been compelled to enter the Court of 
Bankruptcy. He is described as a bill-broker, Clement’s-lane, 
City. The adjudication was made on the petition of Mr. E. H. 
Stanley, bill-broker, Lombard-street, a creditor for £140. Mr. R. 
P. Harding, the official liquidator of the J oint-Stock Discount 
Company, proved for £36,000, and was appointed creditors’ as- 
signee. 

The directors of the Moyar Coffee Company (Limited) have de- 
clared a dividend of 3 per cent. per annum, free of income tax 
on the company’s capital. 

An interim dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum has 
been declared by the Netherlands India Steam Company. 

An extraordinary ieprieg meeting of the Singapore Gas Com- 
pany (Limited) is called for the 26th inst., when a dividend is to 

e declared.

THE CONTINENTAL MARKETS. 

The Silk market of Lyons is still in a very unsatiafactory condition ; 
there is scarcely any business doing, and prices continue to fall. There 
is searccly any demand for manufacture, yet nearly all the looms in the 
country, a3 well as in the town, are at work. It is considered that the 
present lack of purchasers of Silk goods cannot last long, and then the 
manufacturers will be in a position to execute the orders which will 
certainly arrive before long in considerable numbers, and then there 
will be a corresponding change in the raw Silk markets. From a re- 
tarn of the quotations for September 1868 and 1369, it appears that 
the prices of raw Silks have fallen on the average 25f. in the twelve 
months; the value of Italian Silk has decreased by 26f ; that of the 
Levant, 25f.; while Chinese and Japanese Silk have not fallen more 
than 14f. or 15f. At Turin and Milan the markets are very heavy, 
and prices low, and holders at the latter place have been again com- 
pelled to make concessions in the case of raw Silk and current Organ- 
zing.

73c¢ 
over the previons half-year, and your Directors hope ' that the income from this source 
will ateadily improve. 

As rezards the Dock, which oucht to give nt least as large profits as the Wharf, 
your Directors regret that an unreasonable competition has prevented any alequate 
return from this source. It is well known that your Dock has the lar.sest constitu- 
ency of any In the place, and it is not reasonable to suppose that the competition can 
be carried much further. 

The net profits on the Dock and Machine Shop for the half-year have been only 
4,571 dols. 2le., the profits derived from these accounts having been lessened this 
half-year by the fact that a considerable portion of the wages and other charzes for 
December, 1868, were not paid and debited until January of this year, whilst the 
whole of charges for salaries, material, and labour to 30th June, in both departments, 
are taken to account. 

At your last meeting the Directors stated that all expenditure on capital ac- 
count as now Hited toa small charge for dredging the entrance and completing 
the pier head at the eastern side of the Dock; no change has been made in this 
respect, excepting some new Coal sheds and filling up of ground called for by the 
large increase in the stock of Coal. 

The increase in the capital account is 12.731 dols. 11c., being 4.400 dols. 79c, for 
the half-year, and §,530 dols. 32e paid this half for work previously performed. 

During the half-year there have been berthed at the Wharf 9 stea-ners, of 
60.654 tons register; 65 sailing vessels, 30,752 tons register; and the Dock has 
accommodated nine steamers, of 4,575 tons register; and 24 sailing vessels, of 12,197 
tons rezister. 

The Coal stored on account of constituents amonnts to about $2,009 tons. 

The Di-ectors have again waived their cluim to the fees they are entiued to under 
the Articles of Association.
